We,  as  manufacturers,  must  provide  you  with  goods  of  standard  quality  and  excellence,  with 
the  latest  advertising,  sales  ideas,  and  advice  at  prices  competitive  with  any  opposition  you 
are  up  against. 

Let  us  try  out  this  policy,  one  working  with  the  other,  and  each  giving  service  to  all.  All 
will  then  benefit,  there  is  nothing  else  possible,  and  "  ca'  canny "  will  have  disappeared 
out  of  business.

Public  Institution  News. 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Lambeth  Board  of 
Guardians  the  clerk  reported  that  he  had  called  the 
attention  of  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  contractors  for 
the  supply  of  druggists'  sundries,  to  the  fall  in  the 
market  prices  of  surgical  dressings,  and  they  had  agreed 
to  reduce  their  contract  rates  in  respect  of  cotton-wool, 
lints,  and  other  items.  A  member  suggested  the  inser- 
tion of  a  clause  in  the  contracts  to  cover  a  fall  in  price. 
The  chairman  pointed  out  that  in  ordinary  times  a  con- 
tractor was  a  speculator,  and  with  his  inside  knowledge, 
not  possessed  by  the  board,  anticipated  a  drop  in  price, 
and  adapted  his  figure  accordingly  if  he  wanted  the  con- 
tract. Alderman  Brittain  added  that  if  they  insisted 
upon  a  contractor  reducing  his  price  if  prices  fell,  they 
would  also  have  to  give  him  the  right  to  increase  his 
price  if  the  market  rose.  This  opened  the  door  to  a 
contractor  to  buy  at  the  higher  price  and  produce  his 
invoices  to  the  Committee,  in  which  case  they  would 
have  to  pay  the  higher  price.  The  guardians  reserved  to 
themselves  the  right  to  purchase  elsewhere  if  a  saving 
could  be  effected,  and  this  protected  the  Board  fully.

Up  to  the  present  the  principle  of  cash  with 
order  has  prevented  many  hospitals  from  tendering  for 
the  drug  bargains  offered  by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions. 

Rat-destruction  Statistics. — An  article  in  the 
February  "Journal  "  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  gives  statistics  concerning  the  work  of  extermi- 
nating rats  effected  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry 
during  last  year.  It  appears  that  in  one  month  140,000 
were  destroyed  in  Somersetshire.  In  the  London  docks, 
after  the  fumigation  of  an  infested  ship,  1,466  dead  rats 
were  picked  up.  During  the  twelve  months  16,000  rats 
were  killed  by  traps  or  poison  and  18,000  caught  on  bird- 
lime in  Dover.  The  Birmingham  area  of  the  London  and 
North-Western  Railway  was  treated  at  a  cost  of  91.  with, 
poison-baits  recommended  by  the  Ministry.  It  is  in- 
structive to  note  that  during  1919  treatment  of  the  same 
area  with  an  advertised  virus  cost  the'  company  2171. 
Of  a  hundred  railway  stations  treated  as  the  experts 
directed  ninety-six  were  successfully  cleared  on  a  first 
attempt,  and  subsequently  the  other  four. 

Export  Relaxations. — The  Proclamation  of  May  10, 
1917,  as  amended  by  subsequent  Orders  of  Council,  has 
been  revoked,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  exports  of 
sulphate  of  ammonia,  and  mixtures  containing  sulphate 
of  ammonia;  basic  slag;  manures,  compound,  containing 
either  sulphate  of  ammonia,  superphosphate  of  lime  or 
potash ;  superphosphates.  The  following  headings  have 
also  been  deleted  from  the  export  lists  :

(a)  Dyes  and  dyestuffs  manufactured  from  coal-tar  pro- 
ducts, and  articles  containing  such  dyes  and  dyestuffs. 

(a)  Indigo,  synthetic. 

(a)  Potash,  muriate,  sulphate  and  crude  manurial  potash 
salts,  and  mixtures  containing  any  of  these  substances. 
(a)  Potassium  permanganate. 

In  the  Courts. — At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London, 
on  February  8,  R.  S.  Starkie,  chemist,  Strand,  W.C.  2, 
was  fined  11.  for  a  breach  of  the  Shops  Act,  1912. — At 
Marylebone  Police  Court,  on  February  11,  Margaret  de 
Lancey  Williams  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  wilfully 
and  falsely  pretending  to  be  a  medical  practitioner,  and 
falsely  using  the  title  of  bachelor  of  medicine. — In  the 
Court  of  Criminal  Appeal,  on  February  14,  the  portion 
of  the  sentence  passed  on  Patrick  McCluskey  at  the 
January  Liverpool  City  Sessions  (C.  <fc  D.,  January  15, 
p.  47)  ordering  him  two  months'  additional  imprisonment 
in  default  of  paying  101.  towards  the  cost  of  the  prosecu- 
tion was  quashed,  the  Court  holding  that  there  was  no 
power  to  award  such  imprisonment. — At  Bow  Street 
Police  Court,  on  February  15,  Leonard  H.  Booth, 
described  as  a  motor-driver,  was  remanded  in  custody 
on  a  charge  of  loitering  for  a  supposed  unlawful  purpose. 
A  detective-sergeant  stated  in  evidence  that  when  the 
defendant  was  told  he  would  be  arrested  for  loitering 
and  for  being  suspected  of  the  unlawful  possession  of 
cocaine,  he  replied,  "  I  have  no  cocaine,  but  I  know  a 
lot  of  people  who  are  trying  to  get  it."  When  searched, 
three  small  packets,  each  containing  white  powder,  were 
found  on  him.  The  defendant  said,  "  That  is  not' 
cocaine ;  I  made  it  up  myself  of  menthol  and  common 
salt,"  and  added  that  it  was  to  have  been  sold  at  11.  a 
packet.  The  white  powder  had  not  yet  been  analysed. — ■ 
At  Newport  (Mon.)  Police  'Court,  on  February  16, 
Francois  E.  Leiune,  a  Belgian  seaman,  was  fined  201.  for 
importing  and  concealing  2  lb.  4^  oz.  of  morphine,  3£  oz. 
of  cocaine,  and  six  tubes  of  heroin  tablets.  The  articles 
were  labelled  in  German. — At  Bow  Street  Police  Court, 
on  February  14,  Albert  Smith,  horse  dealer,  and  Jack 
Price,  tailor,  were  each  sentenced  to  three  months'  hard; 
labour  for  unlawfully  supplying  cocaine  to  a  woman  Ac- 
cording to  the  police  evidence,  packets  of  cocaine  contain- 
ing about  three-pennyworth  were  disposed  of  by  the 
accused  at  5s.  each.

wines  mistakenly  purchased  by  the  public  from  chemists 
and  druggists  as  stimulating  and  health-giving  tonics,  the 
Government  should  immediately  withdraw  all  licences  for 
the  sale  of  wines  of  this  character.

117.  Sir  Harry  Hope  (Stirling  and  Clackmannan, 
Western)  :  To  ask  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department  whether,  in  view  of  the  strong  feeling  against 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  he  will  open  an  inquiry .  with 
the  object,  of  removing  some  of  the  hardships  which  the 
Act  will  entail. 

132.  Major  Sir  Bertram  Falle  (Portsmouth,  North)  :  To 
ask  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department  if  his 
attention  has  been  called  to  the  widespread  objection  to 
the  new  Regulations  for  the  sale  of  dangerous  drugs;  and 
if  he  can  make  any  statement. 

152.  Sir  Thomas  Bramsdon  (Portsmouth,  ,  Central)  :  To 
ask  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department  if  in 
formulating  the  Draft  Regulations  for  the  sale,  prescribing, 
dispensing,  and  distribution  of  cocaine,  ecgonine,  morphine, 
heroin,  and  opium  (medicinal),  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation, which  represents  and  speaks  for  over  22^000  medical 
men,  was  not  consulted  ;  if  he  is  aware  that  the  proposed 
Draft  Regulations  are  regarded  by  medical  practitioners 
throughout  the  kingdom  as  impracticable;  that  if  Clause  13 
of  the  proposed  Regulations  be  strictly  carried  out  it  will 
be  impossible  for  medical  men  to  obtain  those  drugs  from 
wholesale  chemists  by  train  or  through  the  post ;  and  that 
however  urgently  needed  it  will  be  impossible  for  a  doctor 
to  obtain"  these  drugs  by  telephone  message ;  and  if  he  is 
prepared  to  submit  the  Regulations  for  consideration  and 
amendment  to  a  Committee  composed  of  representatives  of 
the  Home  Office,  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  British 
Medical  Association,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  as 
well  as  of  the  veterinary  surgeons,  as  representing  all  the 
interests  concerned  in  dealing  with  these  drugs. 

Hospital  Arrangements. 

The  following  is  the  summary  of  the  memorandum  sub- 
mitted to  the  Home  Office  by  Messrs.  Hocking,  Langford 
Moore,  and  Jennings,  referred  to  in  Mr.  Hocking's  letter 
on  p.  74  of  this  issue  : 

In  the  first  place,  the  hospital  which  does  not  employ 
a  pharmacist  may  find  itself  in  some  difficulty  respecting 
its  supplies  of  opium,  morphine,  cocaine,  etc.,  and  one 
wonders  whether  the  second  paragraph  of  Regulation  4, 
made  under  Section  7  of  the  Act,  is  designed  to  afford  a 
means  of  relief  to  such  institutions. 

In  passing  it  is  interesting  to  note  one  more  illustration 
of  the  disadvantages  accruing  to  hospitals  which  employ 
a*  dispensers  persons  who  are  not  pharmacists. 

As  regards  hospitals  whose  dispensers  are  pharmacists, 
no  difficulty  of  this  nature  arises,  since  under  the  Regula- 
tions a  hospital  pharmacist  is  a  person  authorised  to  be 
in  possession  of,  and  to  supply,  the  drugs,  so  far  as  is 
necessary  for  the  practice  of  his  profession  or  employment. 

The  hospital  pharmacist  will  experience  little  difficulty 
in  complying  with  the  Regulations  as  a  whole,  but,  unless 
modified  in  one  or  two  directions,  they  will  bear  rather 
hardly  on  the  institution. 

By  Regulation  4  (a),  (b),  (d),  and  (e),  "made  under 
Section  3  of  the  Act,  and  by  Regulation  9  (a),  (b),  (c),  (e), 
(./),  and  (</),  mad^e  under  Section  7  of  the  Act,  apparently 
a  hospital  pharmacist  will  be  required  to  make  detailed 
records,  as  per  schedules,  of  all  purchases  of  the  drugs 
made  by  him.  Regulation  9  (b)  states  that  separate  books 
must  be  kept  for  each  drug. 

It  is*  to  be  remembered  that  a  well-regulated  hospital 
dispensary  keeps  a  record  of  every  purchase  of  all  articles 
in  a  manner  identical  with  the  official  schedules ;  we 
think,  therefore,  th&t  the  pharmacist  should  not  be  called 
upon  to  keep  any  additional  record. 

Further,  the  London  Hospital  purchased  in  1920 
cocaine  hydrochloride  on  two  occasions  only,  opium  on 
one  occasion,  and  morphine  hydrochloride  on  two  occa- 
sions. To  keep  one  book  for  two  entries  annually, 
another  book  for  one  entry,  and  a  third  for  two  entries, 
seems  rather  unreasonable.  There  is  a  risk  of  such  small 
books  being  mislaid  or  lost.  There  is  no  such  risk  of 
losing  the  bulky  ledger  of  drug  purchases. 

Regulation  6,  made  under  Section  7  of  the  Act,  unless 
modified,  will  bear  very  hardly  on  hospitals.  It  pre- 
scribes the  course  of  action  for  recording  prescriptions. 

Sections  (a)  and  (b)  will  cause  no  difficulty,  for  no 
hospital  prescription    is    ever    "repeated"    unless  re- 
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ordered  by  the  prescrib'er,  and  patients  are  not  allowed 
to  take  their  prescriptions  away  from  the  hospital. 

But  Section  (c),  which  requires' that  a  complete  copy 
of  each  prescription  containing  morphine,  etc.,  must  be 
entered  in  a  book,  will,  if  obeyed  in  the  letter,  involve  a 
great  deal  of  clerical  work  (and  expense)  which,  we 
submit,  is  unnecessary,  because  it  serves  no  useful 
purpose. 

In  place  of  6  (c)  we  suggest  it  is  sufficient  for  a  hos- 
pital pharmacist  to  keep  an  index  of  all  prescriptions 
coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  so  that,  should  need 
arise,  reference  can  be  made  to  any  or  all  of  such  pre- 
scriptions. 

The  Regulations  leave  one  aspect  of  hospital  practice 
in  great  doubt,  and  until  such  doubt  is  removed  much 
difficulty  and  confusion  will  arise. 

We  refer  to  the  practice  of  keeping  stock  preparations 
of  opium,  morphine,  cocaine,  etc.,  in  the  wards,  operating 
theatres,  and  out-patients'  departments  for  emergency 
and  other  uses,  as  for  hypodermic  injection,  local 
anaesthesia,  etc. 

It  is  practically  impossible  to  record  the  exact  quantity 
of  these  drugs  used  per  patient  with  any  tolerable  degree 
of  accuracy.  i 

We  urge,  therefore,  that  some  provision  should  be 
made  to  cover  the  use  of  these  necessary  stock  preparations. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  ask  the  meaning  of  Regula- 
tion 8  made  under  Section  7-'of  the  Act.  Are  we  to  under- 
stand that  every  bottle  of  medicine  dispensed  containing 
morphine,  etc.,  is  to  have  the  fact  indicated  on  the  label? 
If  so,  then,  apart  from  the  great  labour  involved,  it  is  open 
to  grave  objections,  not  the  least  of  which  will  be  the 
effect  upon  a  nervous  patient  of  such  a  piece  of  undesirable 
information. 

British  Hospitals  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Midlands  Regional  Committee,  held 
at  Birmingham  on  February  10,  the  proposed  Regulations 
under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  were  considered,  and  an 
emphatic  protest  made  against  some  of  their  provisions, 
which,  if  put  into  force,  would  seriously  cripple  the  work 
of  all  hospitals.  There  has  probably,  been  no  Act  of 
Parliament,  said  the  chairman,  which  has  caused  more 
opposition  than  the  proposed  Regulations  under  the  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Act,  which  make  it  impossible  for  hos- 
pitals to  obtain  certain  drugs  by  post  or  rail,  and  neces- 
sitate the  application  in  person  of  the  pharmacist  himself. 
A  vast  amount  of  extra  clerical  work  would  also  devolve 
upon  the  medical  and  dispensary  staffs  in  writing  out  in 
full  all  prescriptions  containing  the  specified  drugs,  with 
name,  qualifications,  and  address  in  each  case. 

The  Veterinary  Point  of  View. 

From  a  large  number  of  paragraphs  that  have  been 
sent  us  regarding  the  attitude  of  farmers  and  others 
who  will  be  unable  to  obtain  conveniently  medicines  for 
animals  if  the  Regulations  become  law,  we  select  the 
following  : 

The  Cumberland  County  Council  has  passed  a  resolution 
protesting  against  the  Dangerous  .Drugs  Act  Draft  Regula- 
tions, which  set  out  that  a  medical  man's  prescription  has 
to  be  obtained  before  farmers  can  obtain  laudanum  for  uso 
in  quietening  bulls.  The  farmers  "  dope  "  intractable 
animals  by  pouring  2  oz.  of  laudanum  into  the  ear.  The 
new  Regulation  will  cause  many  farmers  to  travel  long 
distances  to  obtain  prescriptions. 

A  broad  survey  of  the  question  must  convince  the  authori- 
ties interested  that  the  conditions  outlined  in  the  new 
restrictions  require  modification.  We  have  no  need  to 
labour  that  point,  for  everyone  who  makes  the  briefest 
study  of  them  sees  that,  if  put  into  operation  without  altera- 
tion, they  are  bound  not  only  to  prove  a  perpetual  source 
of  irritation  and  grievance,  but  also  to  defeat  very  largely 
their  own  purpose.  A  revision,  therefore,  of  the  Regula- 
tions which  will  remove  the  objectionable  parts  becomes 
an  imperative  necessity ;  and  the  Home  Office,  we  think, 
will  be  doing  the  right  thing  in  yielding  promptly  to  the 
demand.  To  help  to  bring  about  this  result  the  Ulster 
Farmers'  Union  is  exercising  all  its  influence,  ,and  we  are 
certain  that  its  voice  in  the  matter  will  be  listened  to  with 
respect.—"  Ulster  Farmers'  Journal." 

Mr.  J.  Hutchinson  Driver,  J. P.,  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Guildford  and  West  Surrey  Agricultural  Association  on 
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Wednesday,  called  attention  to  the  Regulations  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  It  was  proposed,  he  said,  that  no 
farmer  should  be  allowed  to  keep  on  the  premises  anj 
drinks  that  were  made  of  opium.  They  would  have  to  gc 
to  a  doctor  and  get  a  prescription  every  time  they  wanted 
colic  drink  for  their  horses  or  cattle.  At  home  he  had 
hundreds  of  bottles  of  black  draught  and  drinks  whici 
contained  opium  which  he  would  not  be  allowed  to  keep 
Farmers  must  see,  declared  Mr.  Driver,  that  they  weaf  'JiL, 
exempt  from  the  Regulations.  He  added  that  the  ream  ,i 
why  the  Regulations  were  made  was  that  a  lot  of  society 
girls  went  to  New  Year's  balls  and  took  morphia  am 
cocaine,  and  the  next  morning  were  found  dead  in  bed. 

The  effect  of  the  Draft  Regulations  on  farmers  has  alreact 
been  considered  by  the  Birmingham  Chamber  of  Agrioui 
ture,  and  they  have  urged  the  Home  Office  to  give  full  tim 
for  consideration  before  the  proposals  become  law.  Tb 
position  of  the  farmer  in  the  matter  was  explained  in  a 
interview  with  a  "  Birmingham  Post  "   representative  h 
Mr.  Lawrence  C.  Tipper,  the  (President  of  the  Chamba

British  Medical  Association's  Protest. 

The  following  memorandum  regarding  the  Dangert

This  Regulation  will,  in  fact,  not  carry  out  the  "  pur- 
pose of  preventing  the  improper  use  of  the  drugs  to 
which  this  part  of  this  Act  applies,"  to  quote  Section  7  of 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  but  will  have  exactly  the  con- 
trary effect. 

Regulation  9. 

As  applied  to  medical  practitioners  these  records  appear 
to  be  unnecessarily  complicated. 

(1)  Clause  (a)  :  One  book  might  be  substitued  for  four 
books. 

(2)  Clause  (c)  :  The  entry  of  the  drugs  purchased  or 
obtained  on  the  clay  on  which  the  drug  is  received  is 
not  always  feasible.  Drug  hampers  are  not  always  un- 
packed on  the  day  of  receipt. 

(3)  Clause  (d)  :  Separate  books  at  each  set  of  premises. 
This  would  involve  a  set  of  books  at  every  branch  sur- 
gery and  at  every  practitioner's  private  house,  apart  from 
his  main  surgery,  as  it  is  necessary  to  keep  a  small  supply 
of  such  things  as  opium  pill,  chlorodyne,  and  hypodermic 
tablets  of  morphine  always  ready  for  personal  adminis- 
tration in  case  of  emergency. 

(4)  Clause  (g)  :  Information  as  to  purchases,  stocks, 
and  transactions.  This  would  involve  a  complete  record 
of  every  use  of  any  of  these  drugs,  and  would  be  quite 
impracticable  to  a  busy  practitioner.  By  far  the  largest 
amounts  would  be  used  in  compounding  mixtures  whose 
strength  is  below  that  laid  down  in  Regulation  1.  There 
is  also  a  considerable  waste — for  example,  in  giving  hypo- 
dermic injections,  throwing  away  old  stock,  and  the  like. 

Regulation  13. 

This  Regulation  would  appear  to  interfere  with  the 
delivery  of  the  drugs  to  persons  licensed  or  authorised  to 
possess  them  without  their  signed  authority  in  writing. 
This  would  be  troublesome  in  the  -case  of  railway  and 
other  carriersj  very  awkward  where  a  doctor  wanted  a 
supply  in  emergency  and  wished  to  telephone  to  his 
chemist  to  send  some  at  once  instead  of  giving  a  written 
authority  to  a  messenger  and.  sending  it  by  hand;  and 
quite  impossible  in  the  case  of  a  patient  with  a  sudden 
attack  of,  for  example,  gall-stone  colic,  or  with  severe 
hremoptysis  needing  immediate  treatment. 

6.  Matters  requiring  to  be  adequately  provided  for  in 
Draft  Regulations.  * — Personal  administration  of  the 
scheduled  drugs  by  a  medical  practitioner — for  example  : 

Instillation  of  cocaine  into  the  eye  in  testing  refrac- 
tions or  examining  the  eye,  or  in  eye  operations; 

Spraying  the  throat  or  nose  with  cocaine  for  purposes 
of  examination  or  operation ; 

Injecting  cocaine  as  a  local  anaesthetic ;  ' 

Hypodermic  injection  of  morphine  or  heroin  ; 

Administration  of  morphine  suppositories. 

It  is  Apt  clear  how  these  procedures  are  to  be  carried 
out  unde?the  Regulations.  Must  a  prescription  be  written 
out  in  each  case  ?  Must  a  record  be  kept  for  each  case 
as  laid  down  in  Regulation  6?  In  how  far  will  it  be 
legal  to  depute  personal  administration  to  nurses  and  to 
hospital  orderlies  ? 

.In  small  hospitals  without  resident  house-surgeons,  'in 
nursing  homes,  and  in  private  practice  where  a  trained 
nurse  is  in  attendance,  it  is  a  common  occurrence  to  leave 
a  hypodermic  injection  or  a  sedative  draught  which  would 
contain  one  of  the  scheduled  drugs,  to  be  given  if  neces- 
sary. Would  this  be  in  conformity  with  the  Regulations, 
or  would  the  nurse  or  orderly  be  a  person  not  authorised 
to  be  in  possession  of  the  drug  ? 

.  7.  The  Association  would  urge  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
defer  the  operation  of  the  Draft  Regulations  until  the 
representatives  of  the  medical,  dental,  veterinary,  and 
pharmaceutical  professions  have  been  consulted.  If  this 
is  not  granted,  the  Association  would  press  upon  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  receive  a  deputation  which  could 
place  more  fully  before  him  the  reasons  which  have 
convinced  the  Association  that  the  Regulations  are  so 
impracticable  that  they  are  bound  to  be  ignored  or  evaded 
on  a  very  extensive  scale. 
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The  Scottish  Memorandum. 

The  best  memorandum  regarding  the  Draft  Regulations 
that  has  so  far  been  issued  is  that  drawn  up  by  the 
Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  The  memorandum  has  been  sent  to  all 
Scottish  members  of  Parliament,  and  to  all  Scottish 
representative  Peers. 

Summary. 

1.  Contrary  to  our  reasonable  expectations,  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  not  consulted  in  the 
framing  of  the  Draft  Regulations,  their  suggested  amend- 
ments were  ignored,  and  their  offer  of  help  refused.  Sir 
Edward  Troup's  attempted  denial  of  this  fact  is  most 
misleading  and  unfair  to  the  public  and  the  Society. 

2.  History  of  International  Opium  Convention,  1912, 
and  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920. 

3.  These  Regulations  are  erroneously  alleged  to  be 
required  by  British  Treaty  obligations.  On  the  contrary, 
they  exceed  and  contravene  the  requirements  and  sugges- 
tions of  the  International  Opium  Convention,  1912. 
incorporated  in  the  Peace  Treaty,  1919. 

4.  The  British  delegates  to  the  1912  International 
Opium  Conference,  as  well  as  Brit;sh  medical  practi- 
tioners and  British  pharmacists,  clearly  understood  that 
the  dispensing  by  prescription  and  also  the  selling  by 
qualified  pharmacists  would  be  allowed  to  continue  subject 
to  the  provisions  of*  the  existing  Pharmacy  Acts.  These 
Draft  Regulations  to  the  direct  contrary  effect  are  there- 
fore a  complete  surprise,  and  are  clearly  out  of  keeping 
with  Article  10  of  the  International  Opium  Convention. 

5.  There  are  many  very  cogent  reasons  why  the  retail- 
ing, dispensing,  and  compounding  of  these  substances 
should  remain  under  the  comprehensive  and  drastic 
restrictions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  which  seem  not  to  have 
been  known  to  the  Home  Office  draughtsman. 

6.  The  wise  policy  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  contrasted 
with  the  policy  of  the  Draft  Regulations.  "  The  educa- 
tion of  the  vendor  is  the  only  safe'basis  for  a  Poison  Bill." 

7.  The  idea  that  production  of  a  medical  prescription 
is,  a%  the  Home  Secretary  says,  ''one  of  the  most  im- 
portant provisions  for  checking  the  abuse  of  the  drugs.'" 
is  declared  to  be  utterly  fallacious  and  shown  to  be  quite 
impracticable. 

8.  Reasons  why  these  drugs  should  be  procurable  for 
medical  purposes  without  the  quite  needless  delay  these 
Regulations  would  impose. 

9.  These  Draft  Regulations  gravely  infringe  the  reason- 
able liberties  of  the  people  and  completely  extinguish 
a  considerable  and  perfectly  legitimate  department  of  the 
ordinary  business  of  every  person,  firm,  and  body  cor- 
porate lawfully  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 
as  amended  by  the  Pharmacy  Act.  1908.  This  sweeping 
abrogation  of  the  age-long  rights  of  the  community  to 
obtain  many  well-known  medicinal  remedies*  without 
medical  prescription,  and  this  complete  confiscation  of  an 
important  statutory  right  of  every  registered  pharmacist 
will  be  an  intolerable  hardship  and  injustice. 

10.  The  hardship  to  stock  farmers,  shepherds,  etc.,  who 
have  care  of  horses,  cattle,  and  sheep  (an  important 
element  in  Scotland),  and  other  objections  are  mentioned 
but  not  detailed. 

11.  Special  regulations  as  to  public  hospitals  are  re- 
quired. 

12.  Regulations  in  the  wholesale  sphere  require  con- 
sideration. 

13.  The  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  concur 
generally  with  the  representations  made  to  the  Home 
Secretary  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  earnestly  appeal  for  a  deputation  from  the  Council 
being  received  in  person  by  the  Home  Secretary,  and  for 
the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee,  of  experts  to  re- 
draft the  Regulations.    The  present  Draft  to  be  cancelled. 

14.  A  careful  reading  of  the  memorandum  not  only 
gives  a  succinct  conception  of  the  present 'critical  issues, 
but  indicates  the  general  principles  of  the  policy  we  deem 
important  in  any  legislation  relating  to  the  control  of 
dangerous  drugs.

'2.  These  Regulations  are  deo'jnod   to  deal  with  certai 
evils    associated   with   the   abuse   of   the    narcotic  drugs 
opium,    morphine,  cocaine,    and  diamorphino  (heroin)  ill 
eluded  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920. 

3.  These  alleged  evils  were  brought  into  public  promineo  ■ 
by  the  International  Anti-Opium  League,  chiefly  in  ooone  i 
tion  with  excessive  use  of  opium,   morphine,  and  oooajlfl 
in  India,  China,  and  other  Eastern  countries  in  a  munj| 
which  hardly  applies  to  the  United  Kingdom  at.  all.  B'' 
manufacturers    in  Great  Britain    were  olleged  to  supp 
China,   Japan,   and  other  Eastern   countries,    and  urw 
request  was  made  for  stringent  control  of  wholesale  prodti 
tion  and  exportation  to  these  countries.

It  is  alleged  that  the  Dan- 
gers Drugs  Act,  1920,  and  these  Draft  Regulations  pur- 
gufethereto,  are  necessary  in  order  to  carry  out  Britain's 
Tw/  obligations.  That  is  inaccurate  and  misleading, 
aniljrie  Draft  Regulations  are  directly  contrary  to  an  im- 
jiortit  proviso  in  the  International  Opium  Convention. 

I.  rticle  10.  International  Opium  Convention  (Miscel- 
lantis  2,  1912),  says:  "The  contracting  Powers  shall  en- 
dai'lar  to  control,  etc.  ...  To  this  end  the  contracting 
PtW's  shall  endeavour  to  adopt  or  cause  to  be  adopted  the 
foiling  measures,  unless  existing  measures  have  already 
recited  the  matter:

In  prohibiting  all  sales  by  duly 
authjised  pharmacists,  otherwise  than  in  pursuance  of  a

15.  But  this  is  not  all.  The  Pharmacy  Act,  1868  (31  and  32 
Vict.  cap.  121),  Section  2,  empowers  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  declare  what  dangerous  drugs 
are  to  be  scheduled  as  poisons.  This  declaration  is  sub- 
mitted for  approval  to  the  Privy  Council.  Approval  is 
notified  in  the  "  London  Gazette,"  and  after  a  month  the 
substance  becomes  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

16.  Section  1  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  empowers  the. 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  consent  of  the  Privy  Council, 
to  prescribe  from  time  to  time  Regulations  as  to  the  keeping,  ; 
dispensing,  and  selling  of  scheduled  poisons. 

17.  All  the  substances  included  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  have,  under  the  foregoing  powers,  and  with  consent  of 
the  Privy  Council,  been  included  in  the  Poison  Schedule, 
and  are  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  and  regulations  under 
the  Pharmacy  Acts.  If  these  are  inadequate,  they  are  easily 
capable  of  extension.  The  Pharmacy  Acts,  except  on  one 
point,  as  to  labelling,  deal  exclusively  with  restrictions  and 
regulations  on  the  retail  distribution  of  poisons  to  the 
general  community. 

18.  As  recently  as  January  3,  1921,  the  Poison  Schedule 
was  amended  and  made  more  stringent  by  statutory  declara- 
tion by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with 
consent  of  the  Privy  Council.  This  was  done  expressly  to 
bring  British  restrictive  Regulations  affecting  substances 
included  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  1920,  completely  into 
line  with  the  requirements  of  The  Hague  International 
Opium  Convention  and  the  Versailles  Treaty  of  Peace. 

19.  This  action  of  the  Home  Office,  as  far  as  it  relates 
to  retail  distributors,  is  therefore  quite  superfluous  and 
quite  contrary  to  the  evident  intention  of  The  Hague  Inter- 
national Opium  Convention.  Under  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
these  substances  can  only  be  supplied  by  a  duly  qualified 
pharmacist  himself  to  persons  known  to  the  seller,  or  intro- 
duced by  some  person  known  to  the  seller.  The  sale  must 
be  entered,  before  delivery,  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose, 
and  giving  the  date,  name,  and  address  of  purchaser,  name 
of  poison  and  quantity  sold,  purpose  for  which  it  is  required, 
and  signature  of  purchaser  and  person  introducing  purchaser. 
The  package  or  vessel  must  also  be  distinctly  labelled  with 
the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  "  Poison."  and  the  name 
and  address  of  the  seller.  The  only  exception,  and  for 
obvious  reasons,  is  in  the  case  of  a  medicine  supplied  by  a 
medical  practitioner  to  his  patient  or  dispensed  by  a  duly 
qualified  pharmacist..  In  such  case,  however,  the  ingredients 
of  the  medicine  must  be  copied  into  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  along  with  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is 
sold  or  delivered,  and  the  medicine  must  be  distinctly 
labelled  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 

20.  ^Ye  submit  these  Regulations  are  ample,  but  if  deemed 
inadequate  they  can  be  easily  extended  under  the  procedure 
provided  in  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  We  object  to  dual  control 
in  the  dispensing  and  retailing  of  medicines,  which  would 
lead  to  endless  confusion  and  overlapping  in  administration. 
It  is  difficult  to  believe  the  Home  Office  draughtsman  could 
have  .been  aware  that  these  comprehensive  and  drastic 
restrictions  and  regulations  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were 
in  existence. 

21.  As  in  the  control  of  the  practice  or  profession  of  medi- 
cine the  administration  is  entrusted  by  Parliament  to  the 
General  Medical  Council,  a  representative  body  of  medical 
experts,  so  we  consider  in  the  control  of  the  practice  or 
profession  of  pharmacy  the  administration  is  advantageously 
entrusted  by  Parliament  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  a  representative  body  of  pharmaceutical 
experts.  This  is  the  existing  practice  and  should  be  con- 
tinued. 

22.  Under  this  policy  administration  is  in  both  instances 
in  the  hands  of  experts,  who  have  an  interest  to  see  that 
the  leeislation  does  not  become  a  dead  letter.  The  expert 
knowledge  of  the  administrators  also  secures  that  the  pur- 
pose shall  be  accomplished  without  needles^  interference  or 
harassing  details  which  have  no  practicil  value,  and  in  a 
manner  which  avoids  undesirable  publicity.  Both  ad- 
ministrative bodies  act  under  the  sanction  and  control  of  the 
Privy  Council. 

23.  In  all  legislative  restrictions  and  regulations  having 
reference  to  poi=ons-it  is  desirable  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible 
any  po'icy  which  requires  the  constant  and  prominent  direct- 
ing of  the  public  mind  to  such  substances.  The  mere  men- 
tion of  poison  to  many  persons  causes  a  nervous  feeling  of 
alarm  or  panic.  To  mentally  lll-bn lanced  or  criminal  or 
malicious  persons  it  suggests  suicide  or  murder  or  bodily 
injury.  To  many  it  is  an  invitation  to  V>»7ar<3  an  experi- 
ment with  "  dope."  which  may  have  tragic  consequences. 
To  the  victim  of  the  drug-habit  it  indicates  what  to  steal. 
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It  is  desirable,  therefore,  to  follow  a  policy  which  reduces 
public  reference  to  or  intimations  vegarding  these  substances 
to  a  minimum.  This  is  an  important  means  of  avoiding  or 
minimising  the  evils  associated  with  their  excessive  use. 

24.  This  consideration  constitutes  a  grave  general  objec- 
tion to  these  Draft  Regulations.  The  point  is  acutely  illus- 
trated by  reference  to  Draft  Regulation  (8),  which  requires 
that  any  bottle  of  medicine  containing  even  a  minute  quan- 
tity of  laudanum  or  tincture  of  opium  must  have  marked 
on  the  label  the  fact  that  it  contains  laudanum,  the  quantity 
of  opium  in  the  laudanum,  the  total  amount  of  opium  in  the 
bottle,  and  the  percentage  of  opium  in  the  mixture  contained 
in  the  bottle.  One  can  imagine  the  feelings  of  a  nervous 
patient  on  receiving  such  a  mixture  from  the  pharmacist 
who  has  dispensed  the  prescription.  S'uch  a  patient  knows 
nothing  about  dosage,  but  has  heard  of  that  dreadful  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Act  substance  opium.  The  patient  is  taking 
no  risks,  and  leaves  the  medicine  untouched  till  the  doctor 
comes  again.  What  will  the  doctor  say  when  he  finds  per- 
haps twelve  hours'  precious  time  has  been  lost,  to  the  grave 
prejudice  of  his  treatment?  He  will  also  strongly  resent 
the  fact  that  the  ingredients  in  his  medicine  have  been  dis- 
closed to  his  patient.  As  a  general  rule,  for  many  reasons, 
it  is  undesirable  that  patients  should  know  what  medicines 
the  prescriber  is  using,  and  this  knowledge  should  also  be 
kept  from  those  who  are  about  the  patient.  It  is  a  point 
of  honour  with  a  pharmacist  to  regard  everything  relating 
to  a  medical  prescription  as  not  less  sacred  than  informa- 
tion obtained  under  the  seal  of  the  Confessional.  But  the 
chemist  is  to  be  compelled  to  reveal  the  information  under 
a  penalty  of  200?.,  or  six  months'  imprisonment  with  hard 
labour,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment.  The  whole  tiling  is 
monstrous. 

25.  Under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  on  the  contrary,  no  such 
disclosures  are  called  for,  nor  does  the  word  "  Poison  " 
require  to  bo  used,  even  though  the  medicine  may  contain 
100  per  cent,  of  opium  or  any  other  poison,  provided  it  is 
supplied  by  a  medical  practitioner  to  his  patient  or  dis- 
pensed and  sold  by  a  duly  qualified  pharmacist.  All  that 
is  required  is  that  the  ingredients  of  the  medicine,  with  the 
name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  has  been  sold  or  delivered, 
shall  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  that 
the  bottle  is  labelled  with  the  name  and  address  of  the 
seller-. 

26.  There  are  strong  reasons  why  these  medicines  shouid 
never  be  entered  in  the  ordinary  poison  register  which 
every  chemist  keeps  for  all  sales  of  such  poisons  as  those 
included  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  other  than  those 
sold  as  medicines  dispensed.  Purchasers  have  to  sign  the 
poison  register,  and  are  thus  very  likely  to  see  the  names  of 
other  persons  who  have  also  purchased  poison.  In  the  case 
of  medicines  required  in  medical  treatment  this  is  eminently 
undesirable.  Public  safety  is  secured  by  trusting  to  the 
professional  honour  and  sound  discretion  of  the  medical 
practitioner  and  the  pharmacist,  and  fifty-three  years'  ex- 
perience has  amply  proved  the  wisdom  of  this  policy. 

27.  It  took  a  long  contest  extending  over  ten  years  to 
persuade  Government  Departments  and  Parliament  that  the 
mere  mechanical  restrictions  . and  records  and  regulations, 
and  even  medical  prescriptions  so  exclusively  insisted  on 
in  the  Draft  Regulations,  are  fallacious  and  futile  in  the 
securing  of  public  safety.  The  contest  culminated  in  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  1868.  which  enacted  the  important  principle 
that  the  education  of  the  vendor  is  the  only  safe  foundation 
for  a  Poison  Bill.  We  are  convinced  /  that  the  only  real 
^protection  for  the  community  in  the  retail  handling  and 
distribution  of  potent  drugs  is  the  training  and  experience 
and  skill  and  knowledge  and  sense  of  responsibility  of  the 
duly  qualified  pharmacist  or  dispensing  chemist,  who  stands 
on  guard  between  the  community  and  the  wholesale  sources 
of  supply.  If  that  sure  shield  fails  there  does  not  appear 
to  be  any  substitute.  But  it  has  not  failed  in  the  past,  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  anticipate  its  failure  in  the  future. 
We  therefore  strongly  ursre  that  this  principle  opens  the 
way  to  dealing  with  the  evils  of  the  abuse  of  narcotic  drugs 
in  a  manner  that  will  be  effectual,  and  will  avo:d  the  com- 
plicated and  unworkable  Draft  Regulations  so  far  as  retail 
distribution  is  concerned. 

28.  We  note  the  Home  Secretary  attaches  high  value  to 
the  production  of  a  medical  prescription.  He  says  it  is 
"one  of  the  most  important  provisions  for  checking  the 
abuse  of  these  drues."  He  refers  to  the  D.O.R.A.  war-time 
Reflation — 40ft — applicable  to  cocaine  a'one.  That  was 
an  emereency  Re-n^atiou  for  wholly  abnormal  conditions, 
which  eau=ed  a  verv  great  deal  of  trouble,  delay,  ard  annov- 
ance  in  the  legitimate  medical  uses  of  cocaine  and  its  pre- 
parations. Tn  a  great  many  instances  it  had  to  be  ignored 
for  hnmanitnr;an  reasons  out  of  consideration  for  sick 
persons  suffering-  acute  pain  or  requiring  instant 
Telief  bv  oneration.  So  far  as  our  experience  coes,  it  had 
very  little  to  do  with  preventing  the  abuse  of  cocaine  and  its 


preparations.  Supplies  for  such  .practices  are  usuall 
tained  illicitly  from  other  sources  in  defiance  of  the  exi 
restrictions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  which,  if  observed,  secure 

adequate  control. 

•  29.  Scottish  pharmacists  refrained  from  publicly  objectj|4jBi(ljl(lil<<) 
to  this  fallacious  device  under  the  D.O  R.A.  war-tinu 
emergency  regulations,  when  unquestioning  obedience  t< 
command  and  national  unity  were  imperative.  But  wlier 
it  comes  to  introducing  such  a  plan  as  a  permanent  genera 
principle  in  legislation,  and  especially  its  extension  to  sue) 
well-known  medicinal  substances  as  opium  and  morphine 
we  are  compelled  to  utter  a  protest  and  expose  the  fatuous 
ness  and  utter  impracticability  of  any  such  proposal.  Thi 
impracticability  of  basing  any  Regulations  on  productioi 
of  a  medical  prescription  was  debated  in  the  Hou?p  o 
Commons  when  the  1868  Act  was  passed,  and  the  HousiBa*'1  P'fi 
rejected  the  proposal  at  the  end  of  that  debate.  ■  is* 

30.  Wherein  lies  the  divine  efficacy  of  a  medical  prescripHjl:f:iV 
tion  ?    Is  it  the  professional  honour  and  discretion  of  thi 6 
qualified  medical  practitioner  that  makes  the  medical  proB-''1'*'1.' 
scription  sacrosanct?    These  qualities  deserve  every  recoj|WBItCffr 
nition.    But  is  there  no  such  thing  as  professional  honoJBp  * 
and  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  qualified  pharmacist? 
claim  there  ;s,  though  these  Draft  Regulations  comp 
ignore  the  fact.    We  further  claim  that  in  the  last 
it  is  the  qualified  pharmacist,  rather  than  the  qualify 
scriber,  on  whom  main  reliance  must  be  placed  in  preve 
the  abuse  of  narcotic  drugs.

31.  The  pharmacist  quite,  recognises  the  need  foi 
control  over  prescriptions.    The  matter  is  difficult,

33.  It  is.  a  very  d'fferent  matter  to  lay  down  a  uni;> 
Regulation    prohibiting    the    repetition    of   a  prescript 
whether  the  prescriber  deems  it  essential  or  otherwise, 
making  it  applicable  even  in  the  case  of  prepn  ratio 
d'lu+e  as  to  be  practically  innocuous.    It  makes  the  poi 
all  the  more  undesirable  to  compel  the  keeping  of  a  l 
of  a  private  medical  prescription  that  is  to  be  subj 
systematic  inspection  by  a  layman — prqbablv  a  local 
man.    He  may  see  that  Mr.  Brown,  the  banker,  or  . 
Thomson,  the  manufacturer,  or, the  parish  minister, 
.schoolmaster,  or  it  may  lie  some  local  lady,  is  tmfiii 
being  supplied   w'th  opiates.      He  knows  nothinsr  of 
chronic  pathological  conditions,  known  only  in  prnfcssifl 
secrecy   t0    the  medical   practitioner  and  the  ph"™?8 
whHr  explain  the  constant  use  or  these  opiates.

34.  The  Draft    Regulations    impose  absolutely  no 
on  the  writing  of  prescriptions.    Persons  who  for  years  n 
lieen  accustomed  to  use  the  many  domestic  medicinal  r 
dies  into  which  opium  or  its  preparations  enter  wouli 
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oo Celled  to  go  to  a  medical  practitioner  for  a  prescrip- 
tic  every  time.  They  might  not  be  his  patients  at  all, 
;iD  in  any  case  he  would  be  writing  a  prescription  not  in 
lit.' course  of  his  medical  treatment  of  one  of  his  patients, 
bu  only  to  accommodate  a  person  who  wishes  to  purchase 
a,  iiown  and  well-tried  domestic  remedy.  This  has  been 
ojil  a  frequent  occurrence  under  the  D.O.R.A.  Cocaine 
Isolation,  even  printed  prescriptions  being  often  presented 
ioi  ignature,  but  it  is  an  exceedingly  undesirable  practice 
ro  lggest  or  encourage.  It  is  true  most  medical  practi- 
ce ts  have  refused  to  write  or  sign  such  prescriptions,  but 
affsat  many  have  been  written  and  signed  in  the  manner 
mated,  even  for  the  comparatively  limited  and  little- 
ifilii,  remedies  that  contain  cocaine.  One  medical  practi- 
tZfr  in  a  district  wl\o  is  known  to  be  willing  to  write 
orjgn  such  prescriptions  soon  gets  a  lot  to  do. 

<5!  It  is,  moreover,  quite  impossible  in  a  large  number 
oflses  for  any  pharmacist  to  know  whether  a  prescription 
T<jnted  is  written  and  signed  by  a  medical  practitioner 
jifil.  Is  the  phrase  "  duly  qualified  practitioner  "  limited 
tjlrsons  registered  and  qualified  to  practise  in  the  United 
Mfldom?  If  so,  what  of  a  foreign  practitioner— say 
uoi'ican  or  French?  It  is  also  quite  impossible  in  many 
cm  to  tell  whether  a  prescription  purporting  to  be  written 
\o<  signed  by  a  particular  practitioner  is  genuine.  It  is 
a,K>ietioal  impossibility  for  any  pharmacist  to  know  all 
tS}  are  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners,  or  to  be 
aSiinted  with  the  handwriting  and  signatures  of  all  regis- 
tar-  medical  practitioners.  It  is  also  matter  of  common 
efiience  that  genuine  prescriptions  -are  fraudulently 
efii  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  these  substances,  and 
itSimpossible  to  tell  in  a  large  number  of  cases  whether 

ishas  happened  or  not.  Therefore  practically  no  real 
xffl  attaches  to  the  alleged  protection  of  what  purports 
tdij  a  medical  prescription,  and  the  method,  as  we  have 
shop,  is  utterly  impracticable. 

Sj  Every  one  of  these  drugs,  and  very  specially  opium 
amts  many  preparations,  may  be  urgently  required  in  a 
emof  acute  illness,  very  probably  involving  severe  pain, 
aifcjt  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.    They  are  frequently 

ndsd  by  telephone  from  a  distance.  It  is  of  vital  im- 
pihee,  therefore,  that  they  should  be  procurable  with 
tfefejast  possible  delay.  The  tendency  of  these  Regulations 
isf«  induce  delay  and  set  up  barriers  leading  to  grave 
dm*  to  life  and  the  infliction  of  much  needless  suffering. 
Tftslirobability  is  that  most  pharmacists  would  disregard 
mm'  mechanical  barriers  and  act  promptly  from  humani- 
ttfiii  considerations,  and  in  the  interests  of  his  client,  and 
to'il  the  medical  practitioner.  But  he  would  thereby  be 
lidkl  to  the  exceedingly  heavy  penalties  under  the  Act,  and 
njlpfessional  man  should  have  such  a  risk  thrown  upon 
hi«!n  the  courageous  discharge  of  his  professional  duty. 
Nfifag  but  the  most  imperative  demands  of  public  safety 
can 
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astify  his  being  placed  in  such  a  position,  and  we 
it  no  reason  of  such  a  character  can  be  alleged  to 
in  this  connection. 

We  direct  attention  to  Section  7,  Sub-section  (2),  of  the 
brous  Drugs  Act,  1920.

he  Draft  Regulations  absolutely  prohibit  all  sales 
(&)  a3  above.    Thus  by  a  mere  Regulation  a  most 
ant  part  of  the  ordinary  business  as  carried  on  for 
period  of  years  by  every  person,  firm,  or  body  cor- 
lawfully  entitled  to  carry  on  business  under  the 
acy  Acts  is   completely  extinguished.    We  contend 
n  saying  such  Regulations  are  ultra  vires  we  are 
ig  on  the  only  reasonable  construction  of  Section  7 
;tion  (2),    which  was  included  in  the  Act   at  the 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  expressly  to  safe- 
this  right  which  the  Regulations  abolish. 
38.  t  has  always  been  a  recognised  practice  for  pharma- 
ists  >  supply  medicinal  remedies  asked  for  by  the  com- 
mun  for  simple  ailments  without  any  medical  prescription. 
The  harmacist  has  always  claimed  and  possessed  and 


.exercised  the  right,  in  the  vending  of  medicinal  remedies, 
to  advise  his  clients  as  to  the  recognised  uses  of  these 
remedies,  and  as  to  the  correct  doses  and  proper  means  of 
taking  or  applying  them. 

39.  There  has  always  existed  a  right  on  the  part  of  the 
people  to  obtain  from  the  pharmacist  such  domestic  reme- 
dies as  they  require.  Most  "well-ordered  households  have 
a  medicine-chest  containing  such  well-known  medicinal 
remedies.  Many  persons,  who  travel  about  carry  a  portable 
medicine-chest  for  use  in  any  emergency  where  medical  or 
other  aid  may  not  be  available.  The  supplying  of  these 
perfectly  legitimate  demands  forms  a  very  large  part  of 
the  ordinary  business  of  most  retail  pharmacists,  and  very 
many  of  the  substances  affected  by  these  Draft  Regulations 
are  included  in  these  recognised  popular  medicinal  remedies. 

40.  It  would  be  a  grave  curtailment  of  the  reasonable 
liberties  of  the  people  to  drastically  prohibit  the  obtaining 
of  such  remedies,  according  to  long-established  custom, 
from  qualified  pharmacists,  except  by  medical  prescription. 
For  example,  no  one  could  obtain,  without  a  doctor's  pre- 
scription costing  possibly  5s.  each  time,  a  pennyworth  of 
laudanum  for  earache,  or  toothache,  or  diarrhoea,  or  any 
other  one  of  the  many  domestic  purposes  for  which  it  is 
used  and  recommended  in  household  medicine-books.  The 
same  would  apply  in  the  case  of  a  Dover's  powder,  an 
old-established  and  well-known  remedy  for  a  feverish  cold 
— what,  is  called  a  sweating  powder.  It  would  be  easy  to 
make  a  long  list  of  analogous  cases,  but  these  are  typical, 
and  will  suffice.  This  would  be  a  peculiarly  acute  hard- 
ship in  many  parts  of  the  Highlands  and  Islands  in  Scotland 
where  medical  practitioners  are  frequently  not  available. 
In  some  of  these  areas  clergymen  are  under  the  necessity 
of  giving-  medical  advice  and  securing  treatment  for  their 
parishioners,  and  some  of  them  take  medical  classes  during 
their  college  curriculum  to  enable  them  to  be  of  service 
to  their  people  in  these  inaccessible  regions. 

41.  We  need  not  dwell  on  many  other  objections,  such 
as,  for  example,  the  total  absence  of  any  provision  to  meet 
the  needs  of  6tock  farmers,  shepherds,  and  others  having 
the  care  and  rearing  of  horses,  cattle,  and  sheep,  etc.  These 
have  been  dealt  with  by  others.  There  are  two  points, 
however,  yet  to  be  touched. 

42.  The  whole  question  of  the  keeping,  dispensing,  and 
compounding  of  potent  drugs  in  public  hospitals  requires 
special  consideration.  In  well-appointed  public  hospitals 
this  work  is  done  in  accordance  with  the  general  provisions 
of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  applicable  to  retail  distribution. 
But  there  are  no  statutory  restrictions  or  regulations,- even 
in  the-  case  of  the  most  powerful  poisons,  applicable  to 
keeping,  dispensing,  or  compounding  in  public  hospitals. 
This  is  a  defect  which  has  long  engaged  the  attention  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  in  a  recently  published 
interim  report  of  the  Consultative  Council  on  Medical  and 
Allied  Services  of  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health  (page  17) 
the  following  unanimously  adopted  paragraph  appears : 
"  The  arrangements  for  the  dispensing  and  supply  of  medi- 
cines, or  medical  and  surgical  appliances  in  connection  with 
the  proposed  medical  service,  should  follow  the  provisions 
of  Section  15  (5)  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911,  which 
requires  that  the  dispensing  of  medicines  shall  be  under- 
taken only  by  persons,  firms,  or  bodies  corporate,  entitled 
to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  as  amended  by 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908 ;  and  that  all  medicines 
supplied  by  them  shall  be  dispensed  either  by  or  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist.  The 
general  principles  of  these  provisions  shall  apply  to  the 
pharmacy  service." 

43.  The  suggested  exemption  of  any  public  hospital  from 
Draft  Regulation  (4)  by  the  Home  Secretary  should  not  be 
accepted.  In  accordance  with  the  principle  of  unification 
of  control  of  all  medical  and  pharmaceutical  services,  any 
such  exemption  in  Scotland  should  only  be  at  the  instance 
of  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health.  We  suggest  that  special 
Regulations  applicable  to  hospitals  should  be  framed  in 
consultation  with  the  Public  Health  Departments  and  re- 
presentatives of  the  medical  profession  and  the  pharma- 
ceutical profession,  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
representatives  to  include  those  having  special  experience 
of  hospital  work. 

44.  As  already  indicated,  the  restrictions  and  regulations 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  do  not  deal  with  what  may  be 
called  the  Wholesale  Sphere — that  is  to  say,  importation 
or  exportation,  wholesale  production,  dealing  in  or  distribu- 
tion prior  to  the  substances  reaching  the  retail  market. 
The  entire  Wholesale  Sphere  requires  consideration,  and 
precautions  may  be  necessary  to  define  the  limits  of  that 
sphere,  and  to  secure  that  supplies  shall  not  reach  the 
general  community  otherwise  than  through  qualified  persons 
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lawfully  entitled  to  supply  by  retail  under  restrictions  and 
regulations  applicable  to  retail  supplying  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts. 

45.  In  conclusion,  we  need  hardly  say  we  are  generally 
in  agreement  with  the  statement  of  the  observations  ofUhe 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain, 
submitted  to  the  Home  Secretary  on  February  3,  1921,  and 
published  in  the  ''  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  February  12, 
1921.  page  114.  To  prevent  possibility  of  any  misunder- 
standing, Scottish  pharmacists  make  clear  that  they  claim 
the  statutory  right  to  sell  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business 
without  medical  prescription,  and  they  also  claim  to  be 
justly  entitled  to  recognition  as  dispensers  of  medical  pre- 
scriptions ;  but  they  are  not  prepared  to  forgo  their  statu- 
tory right  to  sell  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  as  con- 
served bv  Section  7,  Sub-section  (2),  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act,  1920,  for  any  consideration  relating  to  the  sole  right 
to  dispense  prescriptions. 

Press  Opinions. 

The  "  British  Medical  Journal  '•'  states  that  the  medi- 
cal profession  will  welcome  Sir  Edward  Troup's  assurance 
that  a  doctor  will  not  have  to  enter  the  fact  in  a  book 
"whenever  he  gives  a  hypodermic  injection  of  morphine 
or  otherwise  administers  any  of  these  drugs.  "  The 
Regulations  require  certain  records  to  be  kept  in  cases 
where  drugs  are  supplied,  and  these  apply  to  doctors  who 
supply  medicines  to  their  patients,  as  well  as  to  chemists 
who  supply  them  on  a  doctor's  prescription.  But  there 
is  no  requirement  that  a  record  has  to  be  kept  of  a  per- 
sonal administration  of  the  drugs  by  a  doctor."  Con- 
sultation with  the  British  Medical  Association  before  the 
Regulations  were  drafted  might,  among  other  benefits, 
have  prevented  any  misapprehension  as  to  the  exact  mean- 
ing the  official  mind  attaches  to  the  verb  "  supply." 

In  the  course  of  an  article  entitled  "  Unwelcome  Drug 
Restrictions,"  "  The  Lancet  "  states  :  Nearly  every  Regu- 
lation involves  practical  difficulties.  From  the  medical 
practitioner's  point  of  view  it  would  be  a  hardship  to 
insist  upon  the  prescription  being  in  writing  when  it 
might  be  typewritten  or  printed.  Personal  administration 
of  a  narcotic  drug,  say  by  hypodermic  injection,  without 
prescription  appears  to  be  vetoed,  a  limitation  which 
looks  impracticable  in  hospital  work.  What  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  quaintly  calls  the  "four  ledgers"  Regu- 
lation can  hardly  be  fairly  enforced  on  the  practitioner 
who  dispenses  his  own  medicines  ;  and  the  Regulation  re- 
quiring the  percentage  of  any  narcotic  drug  to  be  marked 
on  the  label  of  the  bottle  or  package  is  calculated  to  defeat 
the  intention  of  the  Act  itself,  which  was  to  prevent 
improper  use  of  the  drug,  as  doctors  will  no  longer  be 
able  to  conceal  from  patients  the  nature  of  the  prescrip- 
tion. One  Regulation  apparently  makes  it  impossible  for 
a  patient  suffering  from  a  sudden  attack,  say,  of  gall- 
stone colic  to  obtain  an  emergency  dose  for  the  relief  of 
pain,  nor  is  it  at  all  clear  how  such  procedures  as  cocainis- 
ing the  eye,  throat,  or  nose,  or  administering  a  morphine 
suppository,  are  to  be  carried  out  at  all  under  the  Regu- 
lations, the  pharmacists  naturally  have  grievances  of 
their  own.  for  while  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been 
pressing  for  the  stricter  allocation  of  the  functions,  of 
prescribing  and  dispensing,  the  Regulations  prohibit 
pharmacists  from  retailing  while  permitting,  medical  prac- 
titioners both  to  prescribe  and  dispense.  The  fact  that 
the  dispensing  of  poisons  is  already  safeguarded  by 
statutory  Regulations  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  appears 
to  have'beeiTignored  by  the  Home  Office.  It  is  suggested 
that  far  too  much  importance  has  been  attached  to  the 
value  of  mechanical  forms  and  safeguards.  The  essential 
part  in  any  control  is  proper  entry  of  the  drugs  as 
received  on  the  one  side  and  upon  the  other  the  use 
made  of  them,  the  outgoings  being  checked,  qua  sales 
by  the  poison-book,  and  quo  dispensing  by  the  pre- 
scription-hook. The  British  Dental  Association  is  ask- 
ing that  the  registered  dentist  should  be  authorised  to 
be  in  possession  of  narcotic  drugs  so  far  as  is  neces 
sary  for  the  practice  of  his  profession.  The  Royal 
College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  desires  that  its  diplo- 
mates  should  be  placed  with  respect  to  the  treatment  of 
diseased  and  injured  animals  on  the  same  footing  as 
doctors  with  respect  to  the  use  of  drugs  in  human  medi- 
cine. All  parties  are  uniting  in  the  demand  for  further 
consultation  with  medical,  dental,  veterinary,  and  phar- 


maceutical representatives  before  the  Regulations  are  puK 
in  force.  The  Home  Office  will  do  well  to  accede,  inas- 
much as  upon  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  four  pro- 
fessions largely  depends  the  effective  administration  of  thi 
Act.  Ill-considered  restrictions  have  their  dangers.  Wi 
have  seen  too  much  of  successful  evasion  of  narcotic  Actt 
elsewhere  to  be  content  in  this  country  with  Regulations 
which  cannot  be  carried  out  both  in  the  spirit  and  tl 
letter. 

"  The  Times,"  at  the  end  of  a  further  reference 
the  .Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  stated  : 

Thus  doctors,  chemists,  and  veterinary  surgeons  _ 
united  in  opposing  a  piece  of  bureaucratic  interference 
which  seems  to  be  almost  without  equal.  The  Home  Office 
"will  have  to  give  way  or  face  a  storm  of  anger  which  will 
materially  affect  the  strength  of  the  Government.

The  New-  Session.

Western  Pharmacists'  Association. 


A  meeting  of  the  London  Western  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  Pinoli's  Restaurant,  Wardour 
Street,  on  February  16,  the  President  (Mr.  H.  S.  Watson) 
in  the  chair.  The  correspondence  read  included  a  letter 
from  the  South-Eastern  Chemists'  Association  on  the 
supply  of  proprietary  foods  by  welfare  centres,  and  an 
appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bene- 
volent Fund  stall  in  connection  with  the  Chemists'  Ex- 
hibition. The  President  then  called  in  turn  on  the  three 
speakers  of  the  evening  to  address  the  meeting  on  The 
Draft  Regulations  (Dangerous  ,Drugs  Act)  and  The  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union.  Mr.  C.  Da  vies  (Leamington),  who 
was  cordially  welcomed,  gave  an  interesting  account  of 
the  reception  of  the  Union  among  Midland  pharm 
and  the  doubts  as  to  possible  interference  with  individual 
methods  of  conducting  business.  These  doubts  I 
been  able  to  dispel.  (Applause.)  The  chemist  in  busi- 
ness would  want  the  force  of  such  a  body  as  the  new- 
Union.  Mr.  John  Keall,  who  followed,  urged  that  the 
R.P.U.  could  do  what  no  other  body  has  been  able 
do.  It  aimed  at  100  per  cent,  membership  among  n 
pharmacists.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  its 
tinct  functions,  still  needed  support.  The  Dai 
Drugs  Draft  Regulations  were  being  vigorously  op 
and  the  Home  Office  had  been  snowed  under  with 
tests.  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  humorously  protesting 
the  previous  speakers  had  left  him  nothing  to  say, 
on  some  of  the  difficulties  of  enforcing  the  maintem 
of  prices.  The  R.P.U.  would  have  the  benefit- 
he  say? — of  a  Dr.  Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde  ex 
(Laughter.)  We  were  not  yet  out  of  the  wood  in 
matter  of  the  Draft  Regulations,  and  it  might  be 
in  the  end  the  difficulties  would  be  adjusted  by  a  c 
promise;  but  there  would  be  no  compromise  on  esi 
tials.  A  pointed  discussion  followed,  contributed  to 
by  the  President.  Mr.  Ellerington,  Mr.  I.  T.  Lloyd,  Mr. 
Barrett.  Mr.  B.  R.  Wilkinson,  and  other?.  Mr.  Ell  ringtot 
called  attention  to  the  futility  of  the  Cocaine  and  Opium 
Regulation  (40b),  and  to  the  partial  discontinuance  of 
prescribing  remedies  that  were  actually  needed.  All  the 
speakers  briefly  replied  to  the  points  raised.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Noble,  two  resolutions  were  passed— one 
endorsing  the  action  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  con- 
cerning the  Dangerous  Drugs  Draft  Regulation1!,  and  the 
other  pledging  the  Association  to  support  the  Eetail 
Pharmacists'  Union  and  to  apply  forthwith  for  the  for- 
mation of  a  local  branch.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was 
accorded  to  Messrs.  Davies,  Keall,  and  Melhuish

like  that  of  "  XXth  Foot,"  do  not  advance  us  an 
inch  in  the  controversy  on  assistants'  salaries.  He  argues 
that  because  some  men  ("semi-retired"  or  Otherwise) 
can  afford  to  pay  5/.  a  week  everybody  can.  The  argu- 
ment is  absurd.  The  profits  on  businesses  vary  infinitely, 
and  nobody  without  knowing  the  circumstances  of  every 
case  can  possibly  say  what  salary  the  proprietor  can  afford. 
To  charge  him  with  greed,  or  meanness,  is  easy,  but  it 
is  neither  just  nor  gentlemanly,  and  anybody  who  does 
it  without  full  proof  should  be  drummed  out  of  court. 
In  asking  why  he  should  not  get  the  500/.  and  his  em- 
ployer the  339/.,  your  correspondent  rules  himself  out  of 
court  on  another  count.  What  about  invested  capital,  the 
responsibilities  of  business,  the  managing  ability  required, 
and  other  considerations  of  equal  importance  with  the 
work  of  an  assistant  ?  It  is  a  pity  that  in  discussing  this 
question  everybody  looks  exclusively  at  his  own  side  of 
it  and  forgets  the  other. 

The  Lever  Combine, 

whatever  may  be  thought  of  its  working 
and  of  the  effect  it  must  inevitably  have  on  the  smaller 
firms  which  virtually  it  controls,  is  a  sign  of  the  times 
which  it  is  impossible  not  to  regard  with  apprehension. 
One  at  least  of  the  most  important  industries  in  the 
country,  dealing  in  an  article  of  prime  necessity,  is  already 
so  largely  dominated  by  it  (and  will  doubtless  be  more  so 
as  time  goes  on),  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  sub-committee- 
of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Trusts,  it  can  secure  the 
fixing  of  whatever  prices  it  likes,  and  has  nothing  to  fear 
in  this  respect  from  any  competition  at  home  or  abroad. 
I  do.  not  say  whether  it  abuses  its  power  or  not,  for  I 
do  not  know,  but  manifestly  this  is  a  dangerous  power  to 
possess,  and  persona/lly  I  would  not  trust  an  association 
of  archangels  with  it.  It  appears  from  the  Report  that 
soap  might  be  produced  and  sold  at  a  considerably 
cheaper  rate  than  it  is  by  this  combine,  for  the  sub- 
committee goes  on  to  state,  that  the  Co-operative  Whole- 
sale Society,  Ltd.,  do  produce  it  at  much  cheaper 
rates.  Now  I  know  that  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Wolff  and' 
others  co-operation  is  anathema,  but  I,  for  one,  would 
rather  be  shaved  by  a  co-operative  society  than  skinned' 
by  a  combine  ;  and  even  those  who  prefer  the  latter  fate- 
may  reasonably  ask  themselves  whether  these  gigantic- 
trusts  are  not  the  chief  cause  of  co-operation. 

The  Art  of  Reading-, 

according  to  Sir  Arthur  Quiller-Couch, 
consists  mainly  in  reading  apprehensively  and  n't  read- 
ing too  much,  the  latter  being  a  necessary  condition  to- 
the  attainment  of  the  first  and  main  cbject  of  reading. 
He  follows  an  old  schoolmaster,  who  says  that  to  master- 
one  book  of  "  Paradise  Lost  "  is  better  than  to  have  a 
derivative  -and  second-hand  knowledge  of  a  whole  period 
of  English  literature.  That  this  is  true  as  regards  read- 
ing "for  delight  "  (which  Bacon  declares  to  be  the  chief 
end  of  reading)  there  is  no  doubt,  but  is  it  true  of  read- 
ing "for  ability"  too?  Sir  Arthur  would  say  that  it 
is — that  to  know  one  thing  well  is  better  than  to'  have 
a  smattering  of  many  things.  Nim  multa,  sed  mvltum. 
One  wonders  whether  even  in  technical  education  we  do 
not  err  by  aiming  at  too  much.  At  least  it  may  safely 
be  said  that  in  that  stage  of  educat:on  which  is  marked 
by  examinations,  more  regard  should  h?  hid  to  the- 
quality  than  to  the  quantity  of  the  pupi"s  knowledge.. 
By  demanding  a  certain  number  of  marks  in  every  sub- 
ject, we  force  candidates  to  cram  themselves  with 
undigested  facts  which  simp]y  clog  the  minL  and  to 
that  extent  rob  them  of  the  benefit  they  would  otherwise 
get  from  thoroughly  mastering  the  subjects  in  which  thev 
are  more  interested^  Of  course  some  amount  of  kniw- 
]adSo  nf  other  subjects  is  neooss^ry.  but  mnr°  freedom 
should  be  allowed  the  examiners  in  awarding  marks,  anoT 
an  overplus  of  marks  in  one  subject  should  be  allowed 
more  weight  against  a  deficiency  in  an°t'>er.

Excess-Profits  Duty. 

One  of  the  most  generally  respected  of  Parliament 
traditions  is  that  which  requires  that  the  fiscal  provisic, 
for  the  new  tax  year  shall  be  kept  secret  until  they  ; 
unfolded  in  the  Chancellor's  Budget  speech  to  the  Hoi 
of  Commons.  That  Mr.  Chamberlain  has  departed  fi" 
this  practice  in  his  recent  announcement  that  the  exce 
profits  duty  is  not  to  be  renewed  may,  we  suppose, 
taken  as  one  more  testimony  to  the  exceptional  charac 
of  the  impost.    Much  has  been  said  and  written  as  to  ! 
results  to  be  expected  from  the  step  which  the  Chancel 
has  taken  in  abandoning  the  duty.    It  is  more  than  lik. 
that  all  the  benefits  expected  will  not  be  realised.  T 
nay  be  said  without  any  attempt  to  minimise  the  a<lv; 
tages  to  trade  and  industry  which    should    follow  1 
repeal  of  the  tax.    The  incentive  which  it  furnished 
extravagance  in  the  conduct  of  business,  and  the  handi< 
which  it  imposed  on  genuine  business  enterprise,  w 
evils  for  which  a  remedy  was  long  since  overdue.  I 
while  all  this  can  be  admitted,  it  is  by  no  means  ell 
that  the  concession  made,  imports  anything  like  the  mate 
relinquishment  of  tax  by  the  Treasury,  which  at  fi 
s'ght  it  appears  to  be.    The  duty  is,  as  is  known,  .-han 
on  the  excess  by  which  the  profits  of  a  business  in  a 
accounting  year  exceed  the  profits  from  the  same  busin 
based  on  the  average  made  in   the    period  immediat 
preceding  the  war.     In  order  that  there  should  be  l 
taxable  surplus  of  this  kind,  trade  would  require  to 
better  than  in  the  pre-war  years,   and  in  a  period 
trade  depression  such  as  that   through    which   we 1 
apparently  passing,  there  is  little  hope  of  any  substanl 
excess  over  the  return  for  pre-war  years.    And  where, 
fact,  the  profits  prove  to  be  less  than  in  the  pre-war  yt 
so  far  from  the  trader  being  under  any  liability  to 
Chancellor,  the  Treasury  is,  under  the  operation  of 
law  imposing  the  tax,' made  the  debtor  of  the  trader 
a  sum  equal  to.  the  tax  at  the  rate  then  in  force  on 
amount  by  which  the  profits  of  the  accounting  yeai 
below  the  pre-war  profits.    If  the  trader  has  at  anj  1 
since  the  tax  was  first  imposed — that  is,  since  the  close 
his  first  business  year  which  ended  after  August  4,  191 
paid  any  excess-profits  duty,  he  can,  to  the  extent  of  w 
he  has  paid,  claim  to  be  repaid  the  tax  on  what  he  1< 
n  any  subsequent  year.    In  this  way  a  trader  who,  dm 
he  whole  or  a  large  part  of  the  seven  years  during  wh 
iccording  to  the  interpretation  commonly  put  on  the  Cr

200,000,000/.   which  it  is   said  the    Chancellor  will 
abandoning  in  giving  up  excess-profits  duty  will  ren 
to  swell  the  income-tax  returns  of  traders,  and  be  asse. 

It  is  strangely  cha 
teristic  of  the  impost  that  it  should  continue  to 
last  moment  in  that  haze  of  uncertainty  which  has  ah 
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bee  one  of  its  least  desirable  features.  Only  a  few  days 
sini  it  was  found  necessary  to  organise  a  deputation  of 
tra-rs  to  wait  upon  the  Chancellor  for  the  purpose  of 
g  him  what  exactly  his  pronouncement  as  to  giving 
up  lie  duty  really  did  mean.  It  will  at  all  events  be  a 
sub|intial  relief  to  industry  that  such  a  state  of  things 
is  ailast  coming  to  an  end.

Although  there  is 
no  o;ial  information    on  the  point,    it  will  probably 


include  the  same  products  (see  C.  <k  D.,  Novem- 
ber 29,  1919,  p.  87)  as  were  controlled  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  at  that  time,  which  included  synthetic  drugs  (anti- 
pyretics) and  the  great  majority  of  pharmaceutical  chemi- 
cals, potashes,  oxides,  and  a  few  "  heavies,"  such  as 
acetic  acid,  formaldehyde,  etc.  The  optical-glass  industry 
will  also  be  dealt  with  in  the  Bill,  and  the  system  of 
licensing  will  probably  be  similar  to  that  at  present  in 
force  in  connection  with  dyestuffs.  Opposition  to  this 
Bill  in  the  House  and  from  traders  and  wholesale  export 
druggists  will  certainly  be  very  acute.  Traders  have 
not  forgotten  the  treatment  meted  out  to  them  under  the 
old  restrictions,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  bring 
about  the  rejection  of  the  Bill  in  Parliament.  In  the 
event  of  the  Bill  .going  through  and  being  put  into 
force,  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  merchants'  interests  will 
receive  much  more  consideration  this  time.  Under 
the  old  restrictions  their  interests  received  scant  sym- 
pathy, and  had  it  not  been  for  the  British  Chemical 
Trade  Association,  who  represented  the  traders  on  the 
Advisory  Committee,  matters  would  have  been  much 
worse. 


The  Rally  in  Seed  Oils. 

Although  it  is  yet  rather  too  soon  to  look  for  any 
material  revival  of  activity  in  the  oilseed-crushing  in- 
dustry after  the  tremendous  ctiaos  which  has  characterised 
this  "  important  industrial  branch  within  the  past  six 
months,  it  may  nevertheless  be  stated  that  there  is  a 
growing  belief  that  the  worst  of  the  depression  and  dis- 
organisation of  business  has  been  seen.  The  after-effects 
of  the  protracted  crisis,  however,  are  sure  to  be  felt  for 
some  time  yet  on  account  of  the  incalculable  losses  which 
have  been  sustained  by  many  of  the  oilseed  mills  and 
the  merchant  trade.  An  idea  of  the  extraordinary  dis- 
location of  trade  between  sources  of  raw  material,  seed- 
crushing  and  consuming  centres  can  be  gathered  from  the 
fact  that  price  inflations  over  the  war  period  of,  say, 
about  five  years  have  been  wiped  out  in  a  practically 
similar  number  of  months.  With  everything  collapsing, 
including  cost  of  shipping,  it  is  obvious  that  the  industry 
has  been  very  seriously  held  up,  and  that  it  will  still 
take  a  certain  period  before  it  can  recover  sufficiently  to 
get  on  its  legs  again.  The  effect  of  financial  stress  such 
as  has  been  experienced,  and  still  more  or  less  exists,  in 
the  chief  trading  centres  can  only  be  removed  by  degrees, 
but  there  seems  indication  that  the  worst  features  in 
regard  to  the  crippling  of  business  arising  from  the  world's 
industrial  crisis  have  already  been  discounted  for  some 
time  to  come  by  the  further  considerable  slump  wit- 
nessed in  the  course  of  the  past  month  or  60,  or  since  we 
reviewed  genei-al  conditions  for  the  past  year  in  our 
editorial  columns  of  January  8  last.  We  then  stated  that 
there  was  room  for  a  further  cheapening  in  the  cost  of 
freightage,  which  would  make  for  a  further  adjustment 
in  price  to  the  consumer,  and  this  has  since  been  fully 
borne  out.  Freight  rates,  indeed,  have  fallen  consider- 
ably further,  and  even  now  there  is  still  some  uncertainty 
whether  shipowners,  whose  tonnage  is  practically  going 
begging,  will  be  able  to  maintain  their  rates  as 
they  now  stand,  although  their  views  are  that  rates  have 
touched  the  bottom.  The  lower  the  cost  of  shipping,  the 
more  hope,  of  course,  there  is  of  importations  from  seed 
sources  being  resumed  on  a  more  normal  scale.  At  the  same 
time  a  firmer  feeling  has  sprung  up  among  shippers,  and 
there  seems  a  somewhat  better  disposition  by  the  crushing 
mills  to  consider  offers  '  for  future  requirements,  as  more 
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interest  has  become  manifest  from  consumers  of  the  oil- 
products.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  has  been  on  the  whole  a 
fair  rally  in  prices  from  the  lowest  points  recorded  in  the 
early  part  of  this  month,  and  markets  look  like  regaining 
a  certain  degree  of  stability  from  the  acute  state  of 
depression  which  again  prevailed  during  last  month. 
Some  accentuation  of  the  steadier  feeling  should  be  con- 
ducive to  an  increase  of  legitimate  business,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  will  be  realised  in  order  to  permit 
the  oil-mills  to  restore  their  operations  somewhat,  and 
thus  remedy  as  far  as  possible  the  lack  of  employment. 
Having  regard  to  the  prospective  outlet  for  either  linseed 
oil  or  cotton  oil,  representatives  of  the  crushing  industry 
seem  of  opinion  that  there  is  plenty  of  room  for  a  gradual 
revival,  they  contending  that  prices  are  now  down  to 
or  even  below  safe  levels  consistent  with  increased  cost  of 
production,  transport,  etc.  The  view  was  expressed  at  the 
recent-annual  meeting,  of  the  Seed,  Oil,  and  Cake  Trade 
Association  that  the  trade  may  look  forward  to  develop- 
ments in  the  current  year  with  some  confidence;  that  the 
worst  is  probably  behind  us ;  and  that  with  anything 
approaching  normal  demand,  which  has  been  for  some  time 
conspicuous  by  its  absence,  a  return  to  times  of  a  fail- 
margin  of  profit,  instead  of  huge  losses,  may  be  in  sight. 
The  Continental  demand  has  already  begun  to  assume  fair 
proportions,  and  this  will  help  in  stabilising  prices.  For 
the  present  the  United  States  may  be  practically  left  out 
of  calculations  in  respect  of  supplies  of  linseed.  India 
is  not  expected  to  be  an  important  factor  this  season  as  a 
shipper,  due  to  the  poor  state  of  her  crop,  and  therefore 
the  shaping  of  prices  for  linseed  will  depend  more  than 
ever  before  on  the  attitude  of  Argentine  shippers. 
According  to  the  last  official  forecast  of  the  Eiver  Plate 
crop,  this  season's  outturn  has  been  placed  at  over 
one  million  tons,  which,  in  addition  to  estimated  contri- 
butions to  come  forward  from  India,  would  give  an 
aggregate  from  these  two  sources  of  about  two  and 
a-quarter  million  tons.  There  thus  threatens  to  be  a 
superabundance  of  seed  this  season,  ever}  assuming  that 
the  United  States  absorbs  quantities  as  great  as  in  the 
past  year,  or  to  the  tune  of  about  half-a-million  tons. 
According  to  recent  returns,  the  total  shipments  of  lin- 
seed from  all  sources  to  European  ports  amounted  to 
about  660,000  tons,  and  it  would  seem  rather  doubtful 
whether  this  total  can  be  absorbed  by  European  crushers 
in  the  current  year.  If  much  less  seed  is  diverted  from 
the  River  Plate  to  the  United  States,  the  absorbing 
capacity  of  the  European  industry  may  undergo  a  severe 
test,  while  it  is  probable  that  trade  needs  will  be  re- 
stricted at  least  for  another  few  months,  owing  to  the 
disorganisation  caused  by  the  industrial  crisis.  Prospec- 
tive Continental  requirements  will  be  very  difficult  to 
ascertain  for  some  time,  although  it  is  generally  surmised 
that,  given  a  satisfactory  result  of  the  financial  negotia- 
tions that  have  been  in-  progress  in  regard  to  export 
credits  on  American  account  for  the  benefit  of  European 
countries,  the  seed-crushing  industry  should  he  better 
able  to  make  more  headway  towards  recovery.    The  new 


season  has  apparently  been  entered  upon  with  a 
siderable  unshipped  surplus,  and  it  is  well  to  bear  in  m 
that  America  has  still  ample  supplies  to  digest  from 
huge  purchases  last  year,  so  that  she  will  probably  b< 
no  hurry  to  re-enter   the    market  for    Argentine  s< 
especially  on  account  of   her  present  comparatively 
duced  requirements.    There  seems  to  be  a  turn  in  the  f 
in  the  right  direction  in  regard  to  most  descriptions 
vegetable  oils,  while  it  is  probable  that  a  certain  absc 
jng  capacity  has  been  accumulating  for  some  months  p 
chiefly  on  account  of  the  persistent  abstention  from  buyi 
The  price  of  linseed  oil  is  still  somewhat  below  the  higl 
seen  in  pre-war  years,  although  very  low   figures  vt 
recorded  about  twenty  years  ago,  when  the  price  at  I 
dropped  to  about  12?.  per  ton.    At  recent  quotations 
demand  for  cotton  oil  has  been  more  animated,  while 
market  in  raw  material  is   now   overshadowed  by 
probability  of  a  considerable  curtailment  of  cultival 
in  Egypt  as  a  result  of  the  severe  slump  in  the  price 
cotton.    The  present  value  of    crude   cotton   oil  «e> 
abnormally  low  compared  with  that  of  linseed,  oil.  ' 
outlet  for  edible  qualities  promises  to  continue  large,  ; 
such  descriptions  remain  at  a  considerable  premium. 


Poisonings. 


The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning  have  been  recor 
since  our  last  report  : 

At  Port  Talbot,  Llewellyn  Lloyd  Griffiths  a  doct 
dispenser,  committed  suicide  by  taking  strychnine  w, 
of  unsound  mind. 

In  North  London,  a  widow  named  Gray,  residing 
Liverpool  Road,  committed  suicide  by  taking  hydrochl 
acid  while  of  unsound  mind. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Blisworth,  on  February  10, 
the  body  of  Geoffrey  A.  Fellows,  aged  two,  who  c 
after  drinking  and  inhaling  cresolene.  It  was  stated 
evidence  that  the  deceased's  eldest  brother  suffered  f 
asthma,  and  the  father  had  been  burning  cresolene  ovi 
lamp.  The  lamp  was  put  out,  but  the  liquid  was  lef' 
a  saucer  on  the  top.  The  deceased  apparently  found 
liquid,  attempted  to  taste  it,  and  inhaled  some  of 
cresolene.  Acute  bronchitis  supervened,  this,  accor( 
to  medical  evidence,  being  due  to  inhaling  the  fumes, 
verdict  in  accordance  was  returned. 

A  verdict  of  "  Death  from  misadventure  "  was  retui 
at  an  inquest  held  at  Banbury,  on  February  9,  on 
body  of  Dr.  Henry  Beattie  (61),  Newland  House, 
died  the  previous  day  after  taking  an  overdose  of  mo" 
solution.  It  appeared  that  the  deceased  suffered  f 
insomnia,  and  early  on  the  morning  of  February  8  he  1 
morphine  solution..  His  wife  (who  was  his  dispen 
summoned  another  medical  man  ;  the  deceased  infor 
him  that  he  had  taken  gj.  of  solution  of  morphine. 
Beatt'e,  who  did  not  seem  to  realise  that  he  had  ti 
so  much,  drank  the  antidotes  given  him,  but  died. 

An  inquest  was  concluded  in  Islington,  London,  N. 
February  16,  on  the  body  of  Charles  S.  Jackson,  l 
the  evidence  showed,  was  found  dead  in  bed  wth  tr 
of  chlorodyne  in  the  room.  Mr.  William  Shadfc 
Ph.C,  stated  that  the  3-oz.  bottle  labelled  "  Chlorody 
was  prepared  by  his  company,  and  it  contained  morp 
and  chloral  hydrate.  There  would  be  four  or  six  ff 
mum  doses  of  ^  gr.  of  morphine  to  the  bottle.  He  beli 
that,  under  the  new  Act  which  would  shortly  come 
operation,  the  restrictions  in  regard  to  the  sale  w 
be  extended  or  the  quant:ty  of  morphine  would  b( 
duced,  and  the  purchaser  would  have  to  sign  the  po 
book.

The  Efficiency  Exhibition,  which  was  opened  at  Olympia, 
London,  W.,  by  Sir  Robert  Home,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  on  February  10,  remain's  open  until  Febru- 
ary 26.

The  Dormancy  of  Plants. —Mr.  F.  V.  Coville.  ol 
U.S.A.   Department   of  Agriculture,  has  published 
account  of  a  series  of  experiments  conducted  by  hii" 
show  the  influence  of  cold  in  stimulating  the  growl  of 
plants.    He  found  that  trees  and  shrubs  of  cold  c\h* 
become  dormant  at  the  end  of  the  growing  season  Mr 
the  necessity  of  cold  weather.    He  also  found  that  < 
plants,   if  kept  warm  during  the  winter,  were  wn| 
starting  into  growth  than  others  which  had  been 
jected  to  a  period  of  chilling.    It  was  supposed  tha 
plants  needed  to  be  frozen  to  start  them  into  gnj 
but  a  single  freezing  proved  not  to  be  effective.  A 
perature  a  few  degrees  above  freezing  for  two  or 
months  was  as  effective  as  one  of  actual  frost  _to 
same  period.     Plants  kept  continuously  in  growing 
ditions  of  heat,  light,  and  moisture  remained  doi 
in  some  cases  for  a  year.

Bolton. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Bolton  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation, held  on  February  10,  Dr.  J.  Stanley  White  gave 
an  interesting  lecture  on  The  Nature  and  Use  of  Biological 
Products.  Between  ninety  and  one  hundred  pharmacists 
and  medical  men  were  present  to  hear  the  lecture,  which 
was  well .  illustrated  by  lantern-slides.  -Dr.  White  con- 
cluded his  address  with  a  talk  on  the  vitamines. 

Manchester. —  The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Man- 
chester Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  on  Febru- 
ary 9.  when  Mr.  K.  Samaan,  M.Sc,  Ph.C,  research 
student  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Department,  Manchester 
University,  gave  a  lecture  on  The  Chemical  Analysis  and 
Microscopical  Examination  of  Urine. <  Mr.  John  Cle worth 
(President)  occupied  the  chair.  Mr.  Samaan  first  ex- 
plained the  function  of  the  kidney.  In  discussing  urinary 
deposits,  he  laid  great  stress  on  the  importance  of  casts, 
uric-acid  crystals;  pus,  and  the  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  the  sediment.  Microscopical  slides  were  exhibited. 
The  gonococci,  he  pointed  out,  are  intracellular.  In 
detecting  the  tubercle  bacillus  by  the  Ziehl-Neilsen  method 
the  acid-fast  smegma  bacillus  has  not  to  be  taken  for  the 
tubercle  bacillus.  It  is  important  to  wash  with  alcohol, 
as  this  decolorises  the  smegma  bacillus,  but  not  the  tubercle 
bacillus.  For  the  estimation  of  uric  acid  the  copper  urate 
method  was  recommended.  It  is  based  on  the  fact  that 
cuprous  urate  is  insoluble  in  water,  whereas  eupric  urate 
is  soluble.  The  uric  acid  is  therefore  precipitated  as 
cuprous  urate,  the  precipitate  washed,  then  dissolved  in 
bromine  water  while  being  warmed  gently.  Ammonia  is 
next  added,  which  forms  a  precipitate  of  copper  hydroxide 
soluble  in  excess,  the  resulting  blue  solution  being  then 
titrated  with  standard  potassium  cyanide  solution  until 
colourless.  From  the  amount  used  the  percentage  of  uric 
acid  can  then  be  ascertained.  On  an  invitation  from  the 
President,  several  members  asked  questions,  to  which  Mr. 
Samaan  replied.  After  a  vote  of  thanks  had  been  accorded 
to  the  lecturer,  the  President  proposed  that  a  letter  of 
sympathy  be  sent  to  Mr.  Holmes  from  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  sympathising  with  him  in  his 
accident. 

Sheffield.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceuti- 
cal and  Chemical  Society,  Mr.  E.  Preston  called  upon  Mr. 
G.  A.  Mallinson,  the  secretary  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union,  to  give  an  address  on  Pharmaceutical  Topics.  In 
dealing  with  the  Proprietary  Medicines  Bill,  the  lecturer 
thought  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  chemists  could  secure 
a  satisfactory  Bill.  The  old  Bill  had  to  be  withdrawn ; 
the  new  Bill,  if  introduced,  would  be  found  to  contain 
a  definite  schedule  of  drugs.  The  known,  admitted,  and 
approved  remedies  were  not  mentioned  as  exempted.  It 
would  he  a  mistake  ever  to  admit  them  as  proprietary 
articles,  as  the  only  exemption  from  stamp  duty  would  be 
gone.  The  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations  were  dealt 
with,  and  he  urged  pharmacists  to  take  both  individual 
and  collective  action  at  once,  and  not  be  led  away  by  the 
letter  in  "  The  Times,"  which  pointed  out  that  they  are 
only  "draft"  Regulations.  These,  if  allowed  to  go  by, 
in  default  become  part  and  parcel  of  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment. Mr.  Mallinson  thought  that  Part  I.  should  meet 
all  the  requirements  of  the  Convention.  The  question  of 
organisation  came  in  for  a  good  share  of  Mr.  Mallinson's 
address.  In  no  case,  he  said,  should  the  membership  be 
allowed  to  become  weakened  and  run  the  risk  of  the 
statutory  duties  being  taken  over  by  a  Government  De- 
partment. The  value  of  the  chemist's  qualification  must 
be  brought  up  to  100  per  cent,  in  the  eyes  of  the  public, 
and  so  secure  the  whole  of  the  dispensing  of  the  country. 
It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  R.P.U.  to  take  over  the 
federations  of  local  associations  if  the  Society  wished 
to  retain  them.  With  the  many  problems  before  the 
Union,  it  might  take  two  years  before  everything  is  in 
full  working  order.  He  thought  they  would  be  able  to 
refer  any  business  difficulty  to  experts  on  special  sub- 
jects for  advice.  A  business  transfer  department  might 
be  established.  Insurance,  other  than  defence,  might  be 
undertaken.     They  are  out  for  business  interests  only.

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Protecting 
Chemical  Manufactures. 


Manufacturers'  Views. 

At  the  invitation  of  The  British  Drug  House®,  Ltd.,  a 
party  of  Press  representatives  visited  the  Graham  Street 
factories,  City  Road,  on  February  14,  when  they  were 
shown  some  astonishing  results  of  the  British  efforts  to  main- 
tain and  extend  the  fine-chemical  industry  in  this  country. 

Mr.  Chas.  Alex.  Hill,  B.Sc.,  Ph.C,  managing  director, 
in  the  course  of  his  address  to  the  representatives,  said  that 
the  progress  of  the  British  fine-chemical  industry  hung  fire 
because  of  the  uncertainty  that  'the  Government  showed 
in  the  matter  of  redeeming  pledges  given  during  the  war, 
when  a  certain  measure  of  protection  was  relied  on  in 
order  to  enable  the  industry  to  become  stabilised.  The 
fact  was  that  the  fine-chemical  industry  was  essential 
to  the  making  of  war  and  to  protection  against  attack,  and 
•one  could  .not  mention  a  single  industry  that  could  be 
fostered  without  it.  They  wanted  to  invest  capital,  but 
they  needed  protection  for  it,  and  what  they  asked  was  a 
few  years  of  breathing  space  secured  by  protection  against 
German  importation.  Of  course,  capital,  arid  works,  and 
■everything  could  be  scrapped.  That  would  be  serious,  but 
not  nearly  so  serious  as  the  industry,  which  would  be  essen- 
tial in  another  war,  being  ousted  and  its  products  sup- 
planted by  fine  chemicals  from  Germany.  Mr.  W.  J.  Wool- 
'cock,  M.P.,  managing  director  of  the  Association  of  British 
■Chemical  Manufacturers,  said  that  nothing  was  demanded 
of  British  chemists  that  they  coubd  not  supply  in  face  of 
great  difficulties.  At  the  end  of  the  war  Britain  had  a 
better  poison  gas  at  its  service  than  had  been  used,  and 
a  better  one  would  be,  available  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  war. 

An  address  on  the  proposed  Key  Industries  Bill  as  it 
might  affect  them  as  workers  in  the  fine-chemical  industry 
was  delivered  on  February  10  by  Mr.  H.  A.  D.  Jowett, 
IX So.,  works  manager,  to  the  employees  at  the  Dartfora 
works  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  Having  outlined 
the  position  .this  country  found  itself  in  at  the  outbreak 
of  war  in  regard  to  certain  chemicals  and  drugs,  Dr. 
Jowett  pointed  out  that  the  fine-chemical  industry  as  re- 
garded synthetic  drugs  was-largelv  bound  up  with  the  dye- 
stuffs  industry,  and  no  manufacturer  could  diope  to  com- 
pete with  the  Germans  under  pre-war  conditions.  For,  in 
addition  to  possessing  almost  .a  monopoly  of  the  manufac- 
ture of  dyestuffs,  they  had  already  worked  out  the  most 
economical  methods  of  production  of  these  drugs,  and'  had  , 
plant  available  for  producing  practically  the  world's  re- 
quirements. As  the  Germans'  wages,  as  the  result  of  the 
exchans-e,  were  only  a  fraction  of  what  ours  were,  they 
were  able  to  pour  in  their  drugs,  and  the  situation  was 
critical.  He  spoke  at  some  length  on  the  position  at 
present,  and  how  it  would  be  relieved  by  the  Bill.  A*to»- 
discussion  among  the  employees  a  resolution  was  adopted 
that  the  meotins,  having  fully  considered  and  discussed 
the  Bill,  were  satisfied  that  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
nation  it  should  pass  into  law.  [A  petition  signed  by  648 
emplovees  b-  the  firm  in  support  of  the  Bill  is  being  pre- 
sented to  the  Prime  Minister.] 

Wholesale  Druggists'  View. 

The  Chemical  and  Dvestuff  Traders'  Association  in  its 
current  circular  to  members  publishes  the  following  state- 
ment from  Evans  Sons  I  escher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  in  reference 
to  the  proposed  Key  Industries  Bill: 

We  have  your  favour  of  February  11  in  connection  with 
the  proposal  to  introduce  a  Key  Industries  Bill  next 
session.  We  are  interested  to  hear  that  the  Executive 
Council  are  meeting  on  Monday  to  consider  the  whole  ques- 
tion, as  it  certainly  needs  very  careful  consideration  before 
a  Bill  of  this  nature'  is  passed.  We  may  say  at  once  that 
our  experience,  as  a  result  of  what  happened  when  the 
prohibition  of  imports  was  enforced  during  the  war,  has 
given  as  cause  to  adhere  to  our  strong  conviction  that  it 
is  not  "in  the  in+erests  of  the  community  to  prohibit  imports, 
as  it  onlv  tends  to  make  manufacturers  in  this  country 
take  advantRTp  of  the  prohibition  by  putting  up  their 
prices  to  the  consumers  in  this  country  so  that  the  actual 
consumers  in  England  are  suffering  accordingly..  During 
the  war  the  Eno,;sh  manufacturers  who  were  protected  in 
this  wav  were  quite  content  to  sell  what  they  were  making 
by  more  or  lesa  limiting  the  sale  for  home  consumption 
at  hirrh  nr^os  with  a  biff  profit.  Although  we  approached 
several  of  them  at  that  time  with  a  view  to  their  charging 
lower  prices  to  compete  with  other  countries,  they  nearly 


always  informed  us  they  were  selling  as  much  as  they  cou 
manufacture  for  home   consumption  at  high  price.,  ;|l 
they  did  not  feel  disposed  to  sell  at  lower  prices  abroa 
While  this  was  to  their  advantage  for  the  time  being 
did  not  help  them  in  the  future,   as  they,  within  a  sno 
time  of  the  prohibition  being  removed,  found  their  8toc 
accumulating,  and  would  have  been  glad  to  have  orders 
almost  any  price,  and  in  some  cases  manufacturers,  owil 
to  accumulated  stocks,  have  been  obliged  more  or'  lesj 
close  their  works.    We  therefore,  as  mentioned  above,  a 
convinced  that  prohibition,  as  suggested,  would  not  be 
advantage  for  the  following  reasons : 

(1)  English  makers  would  simply  raise  their  prices  f 
home  consumption  to  try  and  recover  what  they  haw 
latterly  through  falling  markets. 

(2)  Manufacturers  in  this  country  of  fine  chem 
in  many  cases  not  making  sufficient  for  the  home 
and  certainly  not  sufficient,  to  cover  the  trade  from  alffjj 
and  it  is  only  by  being  able  to  secure  and  compete  f 
the  orders  in  foreign  markets  that  enables  them  to  turn  i 
the  necessary    quantity   to    reduce   their  cost  pi'ioe 
minimum. 

(3)  The  prohibition  is  only  raising  the  price  in 
artificially  for  home  consumption,  which  is  to  the  d 
of  the  consumer. 

(4)  It  drives  firms,  unless  they  are  manufacturer 
selves,  either  to  buy  from  abroad  and  ship  direct  t. 
their  foreign  orders,  or  they  are  not  in  a  position  to 
at  all,  as  they  cannot  compete  with  prices  bein. 
by  manufacturers  in  this  country. 

(5)  We  therefore  hope  that  steps  will  be  taken  to  prcvl 
this  Bill  being  passed.

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Dyestuffs  (Import  Regulation)  Act, 

Merchants'  Complaints. 

Certain  comments  and  criticisms  on  the  working  of  I 
Dyestuffs  (Import  Regulation)  Act,   1920,    have  been  f 
warded  to  the  Dyestuffs  Advisory  Licensing  Committei 
the  Board  of  Trade  by  the  Dyestuff  Sub-Committee  of 
British   Chemical    Trade  Association.    While  appreciat 
the  fact,  that  there  are  difficulties  in  connection  with 
restrictions,    the  opinion    is  expressed   that   the  inti 
of  the  merchant  and  the  industries  in  which  dyestuffs 
used  are  being  neglected  under  the  present  conditions, 
memorandum  deals  in  detail  with  points  to  which  except 
is  taken,  the  following  of  which  is  a  copy : 

List  of  Products. — It  is  regretted  that  the  list  of  prodt . 
prohibited  from  importation  except  under  licence  has 
yet  been  issued  to  the  trade.    A  great  'deal  of  oonfm 
has  already  arisen  by  this  delay,  and  it  is  suggested  tl 
in  the  event  of  the   completed  list  not  being  ready 
publication,  a  temporary  list  .be  issued  forthwith.

Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  co  nmodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for,selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.

"  Trade  is  on  the  turn,"  says  Mr.  Kellaway,  head  of 
the  Department  of  Overseas  Trade,  in  a  cautious  but 
optimistic  statement  which  has  appeared  in  the  Press. 
Doubtless  there  are  signs  of  this  in  regard  to  one  or 
two  special  industries,  but  it  is  not  yet  reflected  in 
the  chemical  and  drug  overseas  business.  At  the  same 
time,  the  improvement  in  the  home  trade  is  maintained. 
The  depression  in  Mincing  Lane  is  still  acute,  and  the 
values  of  crude  drugs  continue  to  decline.  Obviously 
business  continues  a  matter  of  private  negotiation,  and 
parcels  are  disposed  of  at  secret  prices.  The  monthly 
drug  auction  due  to  be  held  this  week  was  abandoned 
until  March  17.  The  Mincing  Lane  brokerage  question  has 
not  yet  been  settled,  owing  to  lack  of  unanimity,  it  being 
felt  that  the  increase  would  not  always  be  adhered  to. 
As  the  outcome  of  the  various  meetings,  however,  a 
sub-committee  of  brokers  has  been  appointed  to  confer 
with  importers  on  the  matter,  and  a  decision  in  favour 
of  the  advance  is  anticipated  shortly.  In  view  of  in- 
creased office  rents,  rates,  salaries,  taxes,  stationery,  etc., 
the  higher  brokerage  of  2  per  cent,  seems  justified, 
especially  as  values  of  produce  are  falling  to  pre-war 
levels,  and  even  below  in  some  instances.  Among  the 
changes  in  value  is  a  decline  in  some  of  the  American 
drugs,  including  senega,  balsam  Peru,  balsam  tolu,  and 
copaiba.  Buchu,  ergot,  and  Iycopodium  are  also  cheaper. 
Cod-liver  oil  is  much  lower:  Insect  flowers  are  very 
scarce  and  dear.  Canary  and  linseed  are  lower.  Coriander 
and  cumin  seeds  have  been  in  improved  demand.  Japanese 
camphor  has  eased,  and  menthol  is  steady.  Turpentine 
is  lower.  It  is  announced  that  from  April  19  freights 
from  New  York  to  England  on  certain  medicinal  roots, 
barks,  etc.,  are  to  be  advanced  by  25  per  cent.

The  chemical  details  include  the  characters 
of  the  essential  oil  which  was  distilled  by  Messrs.  Bertrand 
Fils  from  the  resin  obtained  from  Cistus  ladaniferus.  This 
oil  had  the  following  characters :  Specific  gravity  at  20°, 
0.9033;  optical  rotation,  —12°  10':  refractive  index  at  12.5°, 

I.  4800;  acid  value,  3.7;  ester  value.  18.67.  The  distillation 
waters,  exhausted  with  petroleum  ether,  yielded  a  heavy  oil 
having  the  following  characters  :  Specific  gravity  at  17.5°. 
0.9755  ;  optical  rotation,  — 2U  W  ;  acid  value,  18.67;  ester 
value.  41.07.  A  systematic  study  of  the  essential  oil  of 
Cfienopodium  ambrosioides  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies  is 
also  published,  the  work  having  been  conducted  in  Messrs. 
Roure-Bertrand's  laboratories.  The  characters  of  a  new 
essentia!  oil,  distilled  from  the  herb  Skim.rnia  Laureola  in 
the  East  Indies,  are  published.  No  mention  of  this  oil  is 
to  be  found  in  any  previous  literature.  A  review  of  the 
markets  and  flower  harvests  is  given,  containing  much  use- 
ful information,  and  the  remainder  of  the  work  covers  details 
of  all  work  published  on  essential  oils  and  their  constituents 

'since  the  appearance  of  the  last  number  of  the  Bulletin.

The  Late  Dr.  McWalter. 

Sir, — I  cannot  allow  to  pass  unnoticed  the  death  of  our 
brilliant  and  versatile  colleague,  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter.  I 
made  his  acquaintance  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
when  I  was  its  President,  at  Dublin  ;  where  everyone  was 
kind  and  hospitable,  he  was  conspicuous.  Some  of  our 
official  pharmacists  hoped  we  were  going  to  bury  the  Con- 
ference there,  but  it  is  still  , growing  strong  and  the'  ilk 
wishers  are  in  their  graves;  but  the  Dublin  meeting, 
thanks  to  the  local  warmth  of  fellowship,  gave  the  Con- 
ference new  life  and  zest,  and  MeWalter's  characteristic 
energy  was  given  to  us  ungrudgingly.  Passing  through 
Dublin  in  1907  I  made  a  hurried  call ;  he  kept  me  talking 
over  a  wide  range  of  subjects  till  his  errand-boy  returned 
with  a  bottle,  but  not  of  physic.  The  neck  was  soon  off, 
and  we  drank  to  the  success  of  absent  friends  and  many 
other  toasts.  Then  last  year  I  met  him  at  the  reception 
in  the  Palais  des  Arts  at  Brussels,  he  being  the  repre- 
sentative of  Dublin,  as  I  was  of  Oxford,  to  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Public  Health.  We  renewed  our 
youth — and  what  a  mass  of  work  he  had  put  into  the  few 
years  he  had  lived  !  And  now  he  has  passed  away  !  In 
doing  a  generous  action  for  another  his  overstrained  heart 
gave  way ;  or  who  can  say  what  success !  his  able  and 
active  brain  might  have  brought  him?  He  surely  would 
have  been  in  the  Irish  Parliament,  and  quite  possibly  its 
Chief.  Despairing*  as  we  sometimes  do,  at  the  condition 
of  his  ill-fated  country,  surely  we  never  need  quite 
despair  so  long  as  it  breeds  men  like  McWalter,  who, 
fiercest  of  fighters,  could  be  the  most  gentle  by  the  bed- 
side, and  could  generously  give  of  his  time,  substance, 
and  health  to  those  of  all  classes  who  stood  in  need.

I  should  like  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  my 
old  fellow-student  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter.  We  obtained 
the  licence  Of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  the  same 
year,  and  were  medical  students  together  in  Dublin.  I 
qualified  some  five  years  before  he  did,  and  adopted  a 
medical  career,  but  Dr.  McWalter  wag  faithful  to  his 
first  love.  We  never  quite  lost  sight  of  one  another, 
and  corresponded  both  while  I  was  in  India  and  during 
the  war.  I  am  indebted  to  him  for  much  help  in  obtain- 
ing academic  advancement,  and  I  know  him  to  be  a  faith- 
ful and  loyal  friend.  We  met  but  seldom,  and  then  only 
at  the  great  gatherings  of  various  societies  to  which  we 
both  belonged.  These  rare  meetings  were  much  appre- 
ciated by  me,  as  I  thoroughly  understood  the  trans- 
parent honesty,  downright  sincerity,  and  love  of  truth 
and  justice  which  were  the  salient  features  of  a  real 
personality.  He  was  a  keen  controversialist,  but  always 
fair  and  considerate  to  his  opponents,  so  that  he  made 
no  enemies  in  his  many  controversies.  Study  became  a 
regular  hobby  with  him,  and  not  content  with  two  degrees 
in  medicine,  he  recently  graduated  at  Dublin  University. 
One  of  his  most  remarkable  achievements  was  his  call  to 
the  Bar.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  doctors  in  England  to 
become  barristers,  but  the  dual  qualification  is  very 
rare  in  Ireland,  where  the  KingV  Inns  do  not  look  with 
favour  on  part-time  students.

Separation  of  Prescribing  and  Dispensing. 

Sm,— May  I  invite  the  attention  of  your  readers  to  a 
letter  under  the  above  heading  which  appears  in  the 
current  issue  of  "The  Lancet"  (February  5,  1920, 
p.  300)?  The  writer  is  Mr.  H.  C.  Richards,  secre- 
tary of  the  Association  of  Certified  Dispensers,  _  and 
he  states  that  his  executive-  has  considered  the  discus- 
sion which  has  appeared  on  the  separation  of  prescribing 
and  dispensing  in  the"  columns  of  "  The  Lancet, and 
that  this  body,  while  agreeing  with  the  principle,  wishes 
to  make  it  known  that  there  are  over  5,000  persons 
holding  the  assistant's  certificate  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  of  London,  who  will  strongly  oppose  any 
attempt  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  any  other  body 
to  displace  them  from  the  positions  ihey  now  hold  in 
public  and  private  pharmacies.  Mr.  Richards  goes  on 
to  say' that  "the  pharmacist  is  primarily  licensed  to  keep 
open  shop  for  the  retailing  and  dispensing  of  poisons  only, 
whereas  the  apothecary's  assistant  is  a  qualified  dispenser 
of  ■  all  substances  used  in  medicines — poisons  or  other- 
wise. He  was  the  first  and  is  now  the  only  non-medical 
person  statutorily  qualified  in  professional  pharmacy."^ 
[The  italics  are  mine.]  I  suggest  that  Mr.  Richards' 
statements  will  be  hotly  challenged.  It  must  in  the  first 
place  be  clearly  understood  what  the  term  "  apothe- 
cary"  conveys  to  the  legal  mind.  According  to  Wharton's 
Law  Lexicon  (12th  edition,  1916),  "  Apothecaries  are 
persons  who  combine  the  giving  of  medical  advice  with 
the  supply  of  medicines  prepared  by  themselves.  Their 
practice  in  England  and  Wales  is  mainly  regulated  by 
the  Apothecaries  Act,  1815,  55  Geo.  III.,  c.  194  (which  re- 
cites and  partly  repeals,  but  otherwise  confirms  the 
charter  of  James  the  First  to  the  Apothecaries  Company) , 
and  the  Apothecaries  Act  Amendment  Act,  1874."  The 
case  of  Richmond  v.  Coles  decided  as  far  back  as  1842 
that  a  chemist  and  ■  druggist  could  not  legally  act  as 
an  apothecary — that  is,  he  could  not  recover  fees  f or 
"  medicines  supplied  to  a  patient  according  to  his 
judgment."  As  I  read  the  statutes  it  is  obvious  that  an 
apothecary  as  legally  defined  is  what  we  would  now  call 
"a  dispensing  doctor."  A  chemist  is  not  an  apothe- 
cary. The  position  of  the  apotheca.ry's  assistant  depends 
oh  .Section  17  of  the  Apothecaries  Act,  1815,  above 
quoted.  It  may  be  interesting  to  your  readers  to  quote 
the  salient  points  of  the  section  as  it  is  a  very  short  one. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  'person  or  persons  (except 
the  persons  then  acting,  as  assistants  to  any  apothecary 
or  who  have  served  an  apprenticeship  of  five  years  to  an 
apothecary)  to  act  as  an  assistant  to  any  apothecary  in  the 
compounding  or  dispensing  of  medicines,  without  under- 
going an  examination  by  the  Court  of  Examiners  or  by 
five  apothecaries  .  ...  and  obtaining  a  certificate  of  his  or 
their  qualification  to  act  as  such  assistant  from  the  Court 
of  Examiners  ...  or  the  said  five  apothecaries  who  are 
hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  examine,  all  persons 
applying  to  them  for  that  purpose  and  to  grant  a  certificate 
of  such  fitness  and  qualification. 

This  section  of  the  Act  has  not  been  repealed  and  is 
still  law.  There  is  no  provision  under  any  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  in  this  country  setting  up  any  similar 
qualifications  for  assistants  to  persons  registered  under 
these  Acts.  I  submit  that  the  Assistant's  certificate  •  is 
not  a  qualification  in  "professional  pharmacy,"  what- 
ever that  term  may  mean.  The  apothecary's  assistant  is 
qualified  to  dispense  medicines  for  an  apothecary,  who 
must  now  be  a  qualified  medical  practitioner,  but  I 
suggest  that  he  is  not  legally  qualified  to  dispense  for 
a  chemist  who  is  not  an  apothecary,  and  that  he  is 
certainly  not  statutorily  qualified  to  dispense  for  an 
institution  or  any  body  corporate  or  otherwise.

Warning  to  Chemists. 
Rexallite  (14/2)  writes  :  Realising  the  -world-wide  influ- 
ence of  the  C.  &  D. ,  I  should  like  to  warn  the  ciaft 
generally  of  an  American  of  stout  build,  who  travels 
around  with  wife  and  two  children  and  has  a  weakness 
for  Fairchild's  Lecithin-  (half-dozen  bottles  at  a  time). 
He  spent  early  1920  in  London,  W.,  the  summer  in  Jersey, 
autumn  in  St.  Malo,  and  then  proceeded  to  Paris. 
Information  as  to  his  present  residence  would  be  appre- 
ciated. 

Andrew's  Liver  Salt. 
The  recently  revised  prices  for  this  popular  pro- 
prietary are  very  satisfactory  as  far  as  the  small  size 
is  concerned,  with  a  profit  rang'ng  from  25^  per 
cent,  to  30  per  cent.  Scott  &  Turner,  Ltd.,  are  to  oe 
congratulated  on  a  far-seeing  business  policy  which  will 
ensure  the  co-operation  of  chemists.  But  the  margin  on 
the  large  size  is  not  at  all  satisfactory ;  the  profit  is 
20£-  per  cent.,  on  one  gross  22  per  cent.,  three  gross  23 
per  cent.,  and  on  ten  gross,  which  is  an  unlikely  quant;ty 
for  the  average  buyer,  the  profit  is  26  per  cent.  This 
is  disappointing,  since  the  proprietors  previously  granted 
{he  25-per-eer;t.  minimum  on  both  sizes  in  response  to 
the  agitation  by  chemists  throughout  the  country.  The 
old  argument  is  advanced  "  that  it  is  better  to  sell  the 
equivalent  of  two  tins  at  22  per  cent,  than  one  at  27  per 
cent."— an  argument  which  leaves  the  chemist  cold  when 
he  requires  25  per  cent,  to  pay  his  way.  Buyers  of 
Andrew's  liver  salt  should  write  the  proprietors  asking 
them  to  allow  25  per  cent,  minimum-  profit  on  the  large 
size. —Edward  S.  Francis,  Birmingham. 


Legal  Queries. 


G.  H.  L.  (26/1). — Use  of  Benzol  in  Hair-wash.— A 
Departmental  Committee  on  Petroleum  Spirit,  which  re- 
ported in  19i3,  recommended  that  "the  use  of  petroleum- 
spirit  hair-washes  in  hairdressing  establishments  should 
be  prohibited,  and  it  should  be  made  illegal  for  any  hair- 
dresser to  use  petroleum-spirit  or  mixtures  containing 
petroleum-spirit  on  the  hair  of  the  living  subject."  This 
has  not  been  given  effect  to  legislatively,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  of  the  danger  of  using  petrol  on  the  hair.  If  any 
amendments  of  the  Petroleum  Act  are  made  to  carry  out 
this  recommendation  doubtless  benzene  (benzol) .  would  be 
included  as  having  similar  dangerous  properties  to  petro- 
leum-spirit. At  present,  when  sold  or  exposed  for  sale, 
a  hair-wash  consisting  mainly  of  benzene  would  require  to 
be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  article,  name  and  address 
of  vendor,  and  the  words  "highly  inflammable."  The 
by-laws  of  most  districts  limit  the  quantity  of  bottles  of 
benzene  which  may  be  stored  on  premises. 

.Income-Tax  (4/2)  wishes  to  know  whether,  in  taking 
stock  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  his  trading  profits  for 
filling  in  his  income-tax  return,  he  must  take  the  values 
of  the  art-'cles  ruling  at  the  time  of  stocktaking,  or  is  he 
at  liberty  to  take  the  invoice  prices,  should  the  latter  be 
lower  ?  He  also  asks  how  he  is  to  deal  with  such  articles 
as  paper,  pots,  pill-boxes,  bottles,  and  the  like,  which  are 
returnable  to  the  wholesale  houses  and  on  which  there  is 
no  direct  profit.  [The  values  to  be  taken  for  the  purpose 
of  this  return  are  values  at  the  moment  of  stocktaking. 
The  difference  between  the  values  of  the  articles  at  the 
commencement  of  the  tax  year  and  the  close  of  it  when 
the  stock  is  taken  represent  an  item  of  profit  or  loss,  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  the  year's  trading.  As  to  the  articles 
referred  to  which  are  returnable  to  the  wholesale  houses 
these  need  not  be  valued  at  all,  but  if  valued  they  ought 
to  be  put  down  at  the  same  figure  at  the  beginning  and  at 
the  end  of  the  tax  year,  seeing  that  no  profit  is  made  on 
them.]
